A copy of a March 1996 Bay Area 
Reporter plays a key role in the 
anti-gay firing of a counselor 
for disabled adults in a Marin 
County group home, according to a 
recent lawsuit. 

Attorneys for the plaintiff are also 
initiating formal complaints with 
state health department licensing 
agencies that supervise such opera¬ 
tions. 

The multi-million sexual orienta¬ 
tion discrimination suit charges that 
plaintiff James Yarbrough was fired in 
July a few months after an anti-gay 
fundamentalist Christian supervisor 
found - and apparently didn’t like - 
the worker’s copy of the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Yarbrough, according to the law¬ 
suit filed in Marin County Superior 
Court on September 18, says that the 
anti-gay job bias began after he was 
actually promoted last March by 
Therapon, a corporation that oper¬ 
ates several Marin County group 
homes for developmentally disabled 
adults. 

Yarbrough had worked with the 
agency since November 1995 and had 
been promoted to the post of a super¬ 
visor at Therapon’s Brown House in

It’s a Fair bust

A bout a dozen San Francisco police officers 
swooped down on ACT UP/San Francisco’s 
table at the Castro Street Fair Sunday, Octo¬ 
ber 6 and confiscated an estimated 500 baked 
goods containing marijuana, which were ostensibly 
sold for medical purposes. No arrests were made. 

The seizure took place in front of hundreds of 
people who were attending the fair, many of whom 
shouted “Shame! Shame!” as the police hauled the 
baked goods away. 

“The crowd wasn’t happy about it, but there was no 
problem,” police Lieutenant Greg Suhr told the B.A.R. 

Todd Swindell, of ACT UP/San Francisco and a 
staff member at Flower Therapy, a new medical mar¬ 
ijuana distribution agency, said people at the ACT 
UP/San Francisco table had been selling the medical 
marijuana brownies and cookies for a few hours be¬ 
fore Suhr and about 11 other officers stopped them. 

The group was promoting state Proposition 215 
on the November ballot, the medical marijuana ini¬ 
tiative, Swindell said. Also, people at the table were 
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Brownie busters: The SFPD swung into action at Sunday's Castro Street Fair, 
confiscating ACT UP/SF's baked goods for, according to police sources, testing purposes. 


AIDS Memorial Grove designated 
national memorial by Congress

B efore the 104th Congress adjourned last week, the Senate 
passed the AIDS Memorial Grove Act on Thursday, Oc¬ 
tober 3, making the 15-acre wooded dell located in San 
Francisco’s Golden Gate Park the nation’s first living 
memorial to the millions of Americans whose lives have been 
touched by the AIDS epidemic. 

Representative Nancy Pelosi (D-San Francisco) introduced 
the legislation into the House of Representatives in April, and it 
was voted on in September. 

Pelosi was in the city on Friday, October 4 and spoke in a 
brief appearance at the AIDS Memorial Grove. 

Identical legislation was introduced in the Senate by Senator 
Dianne Feinstein in July, and voted on last week as part of the 
Omnibus Parks and Public Lands Management Bill, the last 
piece of legislation approved in the 104th Congress. 

The legislation directs the Secretary of the Interior to desig¬ 
nate the AIDS Memorial Grove as a national memorial and the 
nation’s first living memorial dedicated to the thousands of 
Americans who have died of AIDS or are living with the disease. 

Kerry Enright, executive director of the AIDS Memorial 
Grove, was very pleased with the passage of the legislation and 
grateful for the work done on its behalf by Pelosi and Feinstein. 

“The designation of the AIDS Memorial Grove as a national 
landmark will not only help to raise awareness of the enormous 
national toll which the AIDS crisis has exacted, but it will also in¬ 
form people that there is a dedicated place in the public land¬ 
scape that answers a legitimate, desperate need,” Enright said. 

In a statement, Feinstein said the Grove is a place where peo¬ 
ple from across the country can come together to grieve, find 
solace, support, and hope. 

“San Francisco has long been a recognized leader in dealing 
with the AIDS epidemic, and it is fitting that this memorial be 
dedicated as a national symbol of our commitment to end this 
plague,” Feinstein said. 

The AIDS Memorial Grove was conceived in 1989 by a group 
of San Francisco landscape architects who were bereft over the 
loss of a colleague to AIDS. Through word of mouth, the effort 
to create the grove spread. Botanists, landscape architects, at¬ 
torneys, public planners, designers, fund raisers, and other vol-

When An Extraction is Necessary 


Most dentists will advise you to do whatever is necessary to avoid 
extracting a tooth. There are so many options in the field of dentistry 
today that extractions are not as common as they once were. There are 
situations, however, when extractions are necessary, and care should be 
taken to ensure proper healing. 

Immediately following a tooth extraction, keep pressure on the area 
with gauze unitl the bleeding stops, usually about 30-45 minutes. Do not 
smoke, rinse your mouth vigorously, or drink through a straw for 24 
hours to keep from disturbing the healing blood clot. You may experience 
discomfort and notice some swelling that may be alleviated by placing ice 
packs on the side of your face off and on for 24 to 48 hours. Drink plen¬ 
ty of fluids and maintain as normal a diet as possible, which may mean 
limiting your meals to soft foods for the first few days, avoid alcoholic 
beverages and hot liquids. Brush and floss normally, being extra careful 
around the extraction area. 

On the day following your extraction, rinse your mouth gently with 
warm salt water (1/2 tsp. in one glass of water). Call your dentist imme¬ 
diately if you have prolonged or severe pain, bleeding, or fever.

T wo years after his arrest on 
charges of attempted mur¬ 
der and felony sexual abuse, 
gay former San Francisco General 
Hospital psychiatrist Dean Free¬ 
man, M.D. will appear for a pre¬ 
liminary hearing in Department 
20 of San Francisco Superior 
Court on Thursday, October 17. 

Freeman, 35, is charged with 
attempted murder in connection 
with a brutal assault of Bay Area 
actor Mario Mondelli, a patient 
he is also accused of sexually ex¬ 
ploiting. 

Freeman will be bound over 
for Superior Court felony trial on 
the charges if the hearing deter¬ 
mines there is enough evidence to 
support the charges against him - 
which include assault and battery, 
prescribing drugs under false pre¬ 
tenses, administering stimulant 
drugs to an addict, and possession 
of methamphetamine. 

Freeman was arrested on July 
25, 1995 after allegedly hacking 
Mondelli at least ten times with a 
camping ax at Mondelli’s resi¬ 
dence. Freeman was arrested 
wearing only a pair of bloody un¬ 
dershorts, and found to be under 
the influence of methampheta¬ 
mine at the time. Methampheta¬ 
mine and syringes were found in 
his jacket after the attack. 

Although Mondelli is unable 
to comment on the charges on the 
advice of an attorney, he has said

Freeman had “been taking a lot of 
speed and was paranoid” that 
Mondelli would turn him in to 
the authorities. 

According to state medical li¬ 
censing board proceedings against 
the psychiatrist, Freeman was 
Mondelli’s inpatient psychiatrist 
in June 1994, during Mondelli’s 
psychiatric hospitalization for de¬ 
pression. 

Freeman offered to treat Mon¬ 
delli for free after his release, but 
later initiated a sexual relationship 
with him and eventually made 
regular monthly cash contribu¬ 
tions towards Mondelli’s rent. 

According to the formal med¬ 
ical board complaint, Freeman 
also wrote prescriptions for am¬ 
phetamine drugs for Mondelli, 


who had a long history of am¬ 
phetamine abuse, and gave him 
the cash to purchase the drugs - 
which they both took as an ad¬ 
junct to sexual activity. 

Records show that Freeman 
has also been told by other SFGH 
clinical staff that his relationship 
with Mondelli violated profes¬ 
sional ethical boundaries preclud¬ 
ing sexual or financial relation¬ 
ships between medical doctors 
and their patients. 

In addition to ethical viola¬ 
tions, it is also a felony sex crime 
in the state of California for 
physicians to have sexual relations 
with patients. 

The California Board of Med¬ 
ical Quality Assurance has ob¬ 
tained a restraining order that for¬ 
bids Freeman from practicing 
medicine until the disposition of 
the criminal charges, at which 
time he faces the loss of his med¬ 
ical license. 

Mondelli, who was hospital¬ 
ized for several months following 
the attack, has suffered perma¬ 
nent injuries. A civil law suit filed 
by Mondelli against the City and 
County of San Francisco and the 
Regents of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia in connection with the in¬ 
cident was settled out of court for 
an undisclosed sum last year. 

Several previously scheduled 
preliminary hearings in the mat¬ 
ter were continued because of 
Freeman’s HIV-related medical 
condition, according to his attor¬ 
ney, James Collins. ▼ 


St. Francis accused of allowing 
harassment of person with HIV

St. Francis Memorial Hos¬ 
pital worker with HIV has 
complained that after he 
complained to management about 
harassment at the facility, a nurse 
supervisor badgered him about 
the complaint - and then told him 
that she had secretly recorded one 
of their conversations. 

State certified nursing assistant 
David Leos also told the Bay Area 
Reporter that complaints about 
the harassment have been ignored 
by the hospital’s human resources 
department, so he was forced to 


take his grievance to the union. 

According to SEIU Local 250 
Field Rep. John Borsos, eyewit¬ 
nesses have verified the harass¬ 
ment, which included Leos’s in¬ 
tentional humiliation, the viola¬ 
tion of his medical confidentiality, 
and other instances. 

“These are very serious allega¬ 
tions,” he said. 

The union filed a grievance on 
his behalf in August, but has heard 
nothing back from the hospital, 
despite repeated attempts. 

Leos said that although he has 
complained to Local 250 of the 
Service Employees International 
Union, he’s not really a union ac¬ 


tivist. 

“I’m not a shop steward or 
anything,” he said. 

Leos said that he transferred to 
the hospital’s rehabilitation unit 
after having had a series of con¬ 
flicts with a previous supervisor at 
St. Francis’s renowned burn unit. 

“In a memo, the hospital says 
that all the grievances I’ve filed are 
rubbish, and that I’m abusing the 
process with frivolous grievances,” 
Leos said. “They say they always 
occur during union negotiations.” 

Leos is absolutely right, accord¬ 
ing to St. Francis Hospital official 
Robert Polzoni, who said through

Tsenin foe trots out 
long-refuted allegations

A ccusations made and refut¬ 
ed 13 years ago re-surfaced 
last week in a San Francisco 
Examiner article, that lesbian at¬ 
torney and judicial candidate Kay 
Tsenin tried to divert funds of the 
California National Organization 
for Women to the legal defense 
fund of the group’s then-director 
Ginny Foat, while Foat successful¬ 
ly fought a murder charge. 

Tsenin was Foat’s lover, and 
vice president of the group, when 
Foat was arrested in the wake of 
her ex-husband’s confession that 
they had committed the 1965 
murder of an Argentinean busi¬ 
nessman they met in a New Or¬ 
leans bar. 

Foat was extradited to 
Louisiana for trial. She was ac¬ 
quitted of the murder and is cur¬ 
rently operating an AIDS non¬ 
profit in the Los Angeles area. 

Tsenin said that the controver¬ 
sy ignited, and her ouster was 
sought, because the organization 
was afraid of negative publicity 
and potential scandal centering 
on the couple’s lesbian relation¬ 
ship, and told the B.A.R. that al¬ 
though the group’s general mem¬ 
bership supported her, a few 
“mostly Southern California 
chapters” did not. 

“They wanted me out because 
they were afraid of the headlines,” 
Tsenin told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“When Ginny was extradited to 
Louisiana, I think they were afraid 
the headline would be ‘Lover and 
California NOW vice president 
follows.’” 


Tsenin ran the organization 
after Foat’s arrest, and mounted a 
court challenge to the filed griev¬ 
ances accusing her of conflicts of 
interest related to Foat, including 
the use of the state group’s re¬ 
sources, such as office equipment 
and phones, for the Ginny Foat 
Defense Fund. 

Tsenin was later cleared of any 
wrongdoing in connection with 
the events. She has since been en¬ 
dorsed by NOW - and pointed 
out that the national organiza¬ 
tion’s current president, Patricia 
Ireland, walked precincts with her 
two weeks ago. 

“It was an intensely emotional 
experience. Talking about it 
brings up a whole lot of feelings,” 
Tsenin said. “I never defended her, 
although I did help set up her 
legal team.” 

The Examiner article detailed 


still-bitter feelings by some former 
NOW political activists about Ts¬ 
enin, including a comment by Los 
Angeles lesbian activist lohnnie 
Phelps that she wouldn’t vote for 
Tsenin if she were “running for 
dogcatcher.” 

In a move that political ob¬ 
servers say is a signature style of 
Robert Barnes, the campaign 
manager for Tsenin’s beleaguered 
opponent Matthew Rothschild, 
Barnes boasted to the Bay Area 
Reporter two months before the 
Examiner article that the Roth¬ 
schild campaign would seek to 
interest the local press in the Foat 
controversy as part of a political 
strategy to discredit and defeat 
Tsenin. 

“It’s a thing of the past and has 
no effect on my qualifications for 
office. I was exonerated of ab¬ 
solutely everything,” Tsenin said. ▼ 


Forum to address queer 
support for affirmative action 

Sunday event organized to fight Prop. 209

Q ueers for Affirmative Action 
will present a community 
forum on state Proposition 
209, the so-called California Civil 
Rights Initiative (CCRI), on Sun¬ 
day, October 13 in San Francisco. 

Featured speakers will include 
poet and writer Jewelle Gomez; 
Robert Bray, media director for 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force (NGLTF); Crystal We¬ 
ston, legislative assistant to San 
Francisco Supervisor Leslie Katz; 
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Dr. Christopher Amore

and Carla Trujillo, affirmative ac¬ 
tion officer at UC Berkeley. 

Dramadivas, a queer youth 
theater troupe, will also perform 
at the event. 

Recent polls show voter sup¬ 
port for Proposition 209, which is 
all the more reason for opponents 
of the measure to work on defeat¬ 
ing it, organizers of Sunday’s 
forum said. The forum will cor¬ 
rect myths about affirmative ac¬ 
tion and draw the links between 
the supporters of Proposition 209 
and recent right-wing attacks on 
queer rights. 

If approved by voters on No¬ 
vember 5, Proposition 209 would 
dismantle affirmative action pro¬ 
grams in state employment and 
the state university and college 
systems. Opponents of the ballot 
measure maintain that affirmative 
action programs are a successful 
means of rectifying present dis¬ 
crimination against women and 
minorities, primarily by increas¬ 
ing the pool of qualified appli¬ 
cants in employment and educa¬ 
tion. 

“It’s an illusion to believe that 
the human dignity and civil rights 
of lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender people can be recog¬ 
nized and protected in a society 
that’s trying to dismantle policies 
geared toward remedying dis¬ 


crimination against any group of 
people,” Bray said. 

Opponents of the measure also 
say that contrary to Proposition 
209 proponents, affirmative ac¬ 
tion does not allow discrimina¬ 
tion or quotas. Nor is the ballot 
measure a civil rights initiative, 
opponents charge. 

Organizers of the forum 
pointed out that the fight for af¬ 
firmative action is also the fight 
for lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender civil rights. They say 
that affirmative action promotes 
diversity, which creates an envi¬ 
ronment that makes it possible to 
add sexual orientation to many 
workplace and academic anti-dis¬ 
crimination policies by creating a 
climate of respect for difference. 

Losing racial and gender diver¬ 
sity in the workplace and acade¬ 
mia will strengthen the power of 
those who seek to eliminate the 
rights of queers, they added. ▼

Health Dept, to undergo 
‘drastic reorganization’ 


Berkeley health 
commissioners to give 
own money so needle 
program can buy syringes

embers of the Berkeley 
Community Health 
# W i Commission are holding 
a news conference on Thursday, 
October 10, to give their own 
checks to Needle Exchange 
Emergency Distribution (NEED) 
so the group can purchase sy¬ 
ringes. 

The commission is protesting 
a decision by the Berkeley City 
Council that increased the fund¬ 
ing of NEED by $ 10,000, yet pro- 
hibited that money from being 
spent for the direct purchase of 
syringes, which is the largest sin¬ 
gle expense of any needle ex¬ 
change program. 

After that decision, which the 
city council made on the advice 
of the city attorney, the health 
commission, in recognition of 
the important work NEED pro¬ 
vides in the community, voted 
unanimously to individually 
contribute their personal checks 
to NEED for the express purpose 
of buying syringes. 

Last spring the commission 
voted to ask the city council to 
fund NEED for the direct pur¬ 
chase of syringes. Commission 


members said they feel strongly 
that NEED provides an impor¬ 
tant AIDS prevention service, 
preventing the spread of HIV not 
only to injection drug users, but 
also to their sexual partners and 
the children born to them. 

Dr. Peter Lurie of the Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Francisco 
(UCSF), a principal investigator 
of the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention (CDC), re¬ 
ported on needle exchange, and 
confirmed the commission’s po¬ 
sition that needle exchange has 
repeatedly shown to decrease the 
spread of HIV without an associ¬ 
ated increase in drug use. 

The health commission has 
invited members of the city 
council, candidates who are run¬ 
ning for city council, other mem¬ 
bers of Berkeley commissions, 
boards, and the community to 
attend the press conference. ▼

ixty people gathered Thurs- 
day, October 3 to hear De¬ 
partment of Public Health 
(DPH) Director Sandra Hernan¬ 
dez describe plans for the depart¬ 
ment’s reorganization. Hernan¬ 
dez called the process a “very 
drastic reorganization - not a 
tweaking of the system.” 

The reorganization is a pre¬ 
cursor to a strategic planning 
process that will take the depart¬ 
ment into the next century as it 
deals with evolving issues such as 
managed care and reduced feder¬ 
al resources. Hernandez de¬ 
scribed the process as “an internal 
revolution that will help us deal 
with the external revolution in 
healthcare at the turn of the cen¬ 
tury.” 

Hernandez repeatedly empha¬ 
sized that the purpose of the re¬ 
organization is not to cut overall 
costs nor to lay off personnel, but 
rather to shift resources so that 
they are used in the most effective 
manner possible. She noted that 
the plan is provisional at this time 
and that “the devil is in the de¬ 
tails.” She expects the planning to 
take several more months, and 
projected that the transformation 
of the DPH would be complete 
by the beginning of 1998. 

The DPH currently serves a 
dual mission, both carrying out 
traditional public health func¬ 
tions and providing personal 
healthcare services. Hernandez 
noted that both consumers and 
providers find the existing orga¬ 
nization confusing and cumber¬ 
some. 

Under the reorganized system,

all public health functions will be 
merged into one administrative 
and organizational entity, and an 
integrated delivery system (IDS) 
will be created to provide health¬ 
care services, thus making the 
system “more efficient and more 
effective.” The proposed IDS 
structure will include primary 
care, emergency care, acute care, 
specialty care, long-term care, 
mental health services, substance 
abuse services, forensics, diagnos¬ 
tic and therapeutic services, and 
support services. 

The goal of the IDS is to cre¬ 
ate a “seamless continuum of care 
from the patient’s perspective,” 
enabling clients to deal with one 
bureaucracy, one eligibility-deter¬ 


mination process, and a single 
patient records and billing system 
(a five-year plan to overhaul the 
DPH’s information systems is 
currently underway). Hernandez 
stressed the importance of being 
able to track a client throughout 
the system, whether they enter via 
the emergency room of San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital or the 
neighborhood health center in 
the Castro. 

The DPH is currently orga¬ 
nized in relation to funding 
streams - for example, AIDS ser¬ 
vices are funded by Ryan White 
money, and substance abuse pro¬ 
grams are funded by other specif¬ 
ic allocations. With the advent of 
block grant funding, this type of 
organization will become less ap¬ 
propriate. A major feature of the 
reorganization will be the move 
away from a diagnosis-based or¬ 
ganization toward a function- 
based organization. 

Within the proposed Public 
Health Division there will be 
three clusters: Health Services 
Management, Health and Safety, 
and Community Health Promo¬ 
tion and Prevention. The new or¬ 
ganization will make it easier to 
assure that clients - especially 
multiply diagnosed clients such as 
those with HIV, mental health, 
and substance abuse treatment 
needs - receive comprehensive 
services and case management. 
Hernandez noted that this is often 
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In step with the Times 


or several months now we’ve been 
pushing for better condom distribu¬ 
tion to gay San Franciscans. Judging 
from the latex available throughout the Cas¬ 
tro during last weekend’s fair, it looks as 
though some progress is being made. 

The question of whether condoms need 
to be more widely available seems to be un¬ 
resolved among a lot of the people who are 
supposed to be keeping us healthy; a sur¬ 
prising number of them argue that educa¬ 
tion is more important than rubbers. And 
although it’s true that condoms are no 
magic amulets when they just sit in a draw¬ 
er or pocket; and that they don’t put them¬ 
selves on; and that education is one of the 
more important aspects of the fight against 
AIDS, we also believe all the learning in the 
world won’t help if people at risk can’t get 
the tools they need to protect themselves. 

This debate isn’t only happening here in 
San Francisco; The New York Times gave its 
own thoughts on condom availability last 
week, to wit: 

“Researchers now have evidence that pro¬ 
grams in Thailand have cut the rate of trans¬ 
mission of HIV - the first such proven suc¬ 
cess. Uganda also shows indications that the 
AIDS transmission rate is slowing. While not 
every nation will be able to copy these 
achievements, they deserve to be studied and 
their lessons adapted worldwide. 

“The centerpiece of the Thai program is 
the ‘100 percent condom’ campaign, which 
requires all sex workers in brothels to de¬ 
mand that clients use condoms, distributed 
by the government. 

“Researchers recently published a paper 
in the New England Journal of Medicine 
showing that from 1991 to 1995, the per¬ 
centage of newly drafted Thai soldiers who 
said they used condoms during sex with 
prostitutes rose from 61 to 92.5 percent. 
They also found that the percentage of new 
draftees testing positive for HIV fell from 
12.5 percent in 1993 to 6.7 percent in 1995. 

“Uganda has 1.4 million infected people, 
ranking only behind India and South 
Africa. There the program targets all citi¬ 
zens. The government distributes condoms 
and promotes their use. 


“But most countries have yet to take the 
basic step of wide promotion and distribu¬ 
tion of condoms. They lack the single most 
important ingredient of Thailand and Ugan¬ 
da’s success: government commitment. 

“Considering the threat AIDS poses, it is 
remarkable that most countries, in¬ 
cluding ours, still allow pressure ( 

groups to block effective anti- 
AIDS campaigns. Not every ^ 
country will have the success of ^ 
Thailand, but all can slow the 
spread of AIDS and save lives by 
treating it seriously and frankly.” 

Here in San Francisco we 
do treat AIDS seriously and 
frankly, with safe sex ads on 
buses; in Muni stops; inperi¬ 
odicals; and in most gay bars’ bathrooms. 
But the effectiveness is questionable if peo¬ 
ple can’t slip a couple of condoms into their 
pockets on the way home with a stranger. 

We can all bog down into the issues of 
whether people should buy their own, or 
the city should provide them (even for free 



distribution) to profit-making bars, etc. - 
and yes, we have heard those arguments, 
even in progressive San Francisco - but the 
bottom line is stopping the epidemic, and 
we think the new availability is a good start. 
Kudos to everyone who helped to get our 
city caught up to Uganda and Thailand. 

One more thing, more or less in 
the same vein: the need for AIDS 
drugs , especially those that show so 
much promise as possible eradicators 
of HIV, is much much greater than the 
I need for a lot of the crap that passes 
as AIDS servicing these days. 

' Let’s agree to get people 

healthy, first and foremost, 
and then we can try to find 
honest jobs for the profiteers 
who built careers on the assumption that 
AIDS, Inc. would provide them with a place 
at the trough in perpetuity. 

More condoms, more protease in¬ 
hibitors, and less bureaucracy: that’s the way 
to fight AIDS. And remember, the life you 
help save may be your own. ▼ 
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SFAF’s defense of ‘integrated, 
comprehensive’ approach

s the 104th Congress closes, those of 

us working to ensure that federal pol- 

4 icy meets all the needs of people liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS can actually cheer final 
Congressional actions on HIV/AIDS fund¬ 
ing. Under the leadership of our own Rep¬ 
resentative Nancy Pelosi, funding for 
HIV/AIDS programs in research, preven¬ 
tion, and services was increased substan¬ 
tially in spite of the budget-cutting mood of 
this Congress. The increase in the Ryan 
White CARE Act spearheaded by Congress- 
woman Pelosi - a $238 million increase 
(31%) over last year’s federal funding level 
- is especially important. 

The CARE Act lays the groundwork for 
the federal government’s response to the 
many needs of people living with 
HIV/AIDS with its nearly one billion dol¬ 
lars in Fiscal Year 1997 funding now secured 
to pay for primary medical care, drugs, and 
other services as prioritized by local com¬ 
munities themselves. The City of San Fran¬ 
cisco receives over $35 million in funding 
through the CARE Act, primarily through 
Title I of the program - emergency assis¬ 
tance to eligible metropolitan areas (EMAs) 
hardest hit by the epidemic. Seventy-two 
percent of all AIDS cases are in Title I areas. 
The AIDS Drug Assistance program 
(ADAP) is funded through Title II of the 
Ryan White CARE Act (along with state 
funds). In all, there are five separate fund¬ 


ing allocations that form the CARE Act. 
Over the last year, San Francisco saw its 
first-ever decrease in CARE Act funding- 
approximately $6 million. Thus the need for 
more CARE Act funding in San Francisco is 
especially critical. 

Through our extensive appropriations 
work and our experiences in serving 
thousands of clients annually, the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation knows 
full well that this CARE Act increase 
is essential to maintaining critical 
services that meet the diverse needs 
of people living with HIV/AIDS in 
San Francisco and across the coun 
try. The demands of peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS 
for more primary care, 
more services, and more 
therapies are inextricably 
intertwined and ever-increasing. This is 
why the AIDS Foundation advocated stren¬ 
uously - and will continue to do so - for 
significant across-the-board increases in all 
aspects of the CARE Act as well as the other 
HIV/AIDS programs for housing, research, 
and prevention. 

Although we have seen many hopeful 
developments this year in the AIDS battle, 
we still face an unclear future with many 
questions about how to best meet the care, 
treatment, and service needs of people liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS while striving to pre¬ 
vent infections and find an end to the epi¬ 
demic. We must use the inspiration of de¬ 
velopments - such as the very hopeful pro¬ 
tease inhibitors - to spur ourselves and our 
government to meet these challenges. 



As we move forward, we should remem¬ 
ber that our true common enemies are the 
virus, often uncaring - even hostile - gov¬ 
ernment officials, and an overly profit-dri¬ 
ven health care and drug industry; not each 
other. 

The San Francisco AIDS Foundation has 
been criticized by some, for example, for. 
our recent efforts to ensure across-the- 
board increases for all Titles of the CARE 
Act. We staunchly defend this in¬ 
tegrated and comprehensive ap- 
i proach to our advocacy efforts, 
‘frl i As the AIDS Foundation, other 
service providers and advo¬ 
cates, and most certainly 
many people living with 
HIV/AIDS know, drug 
and healthcare costs 
must come down while 
the government continues to adequately 
fund care, treatment, and other services to 
meet the multiple needs of the diverse pop¬ 
ulation of people living with HIV/AIDS in 
San Francisco, in California, and across the 
nation. 

We will not pit one critical HIV/AIDS 
program or funding need against another. 

In short, these across-the-board increas¬ 
es in federal Ryan White CARE Act funding 
will go a long way in providing the resources 
to meet the expanding treatment and service 
demands resulting from 15 years of this epi¬ 
demic. And, against daunting odds, we have 
all achieved a victory that hopefully will 
form the basis of additional victories for 
people living with HIV/AIDS in the 105th 
Congress. ▼

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House of horrors

I was told that it was 
a “sex house.” Never being in one before I was curious. 
Here’s the scene. 

At the door as very young man, who gave no pre¬ 
cautions about anything, told me the house was for 
use. It’s rundown, dark, and it smelled. Once my eyes 
adjusted to the lack of light, I was conscious of about 
10 different sexual encounters. 

I didn’t notice any condoms being used. Yes, I was 
that nosy. You are encouraged by the participants to 
join in. There were trios etc. and none had any prob¬ 
lem having oral sex with multiple partners. Most of 
the men seemed stoned or drunk and the most strung 
out guys were the ones who were used the most by the 
rest. There was a basement which was almost com¬ 
pletely dark and I heard a lot of sexual activity and 
some throwing-up noises. I was totally nauseated. 

I confronted the door guy and asked him where 
the condoms were. He pointed to a bucket behind a 
curtain, and then told me they didn’t have any As- 
trolube. As if. 

I asked him why he doesn’t hand them 
out automatically at the door. He said that 
it’s not his problem if people are having 
unsafe sex and that nobody’s forcing them. 

I told him that was a pathetic attitude and 
that a lot of guys come in drunk and we 
should be looking after one another. 

My question is why in the ’90s when 
we’re supposed to be a more educated 
and united community do we allow 
this. If you are HIV-positive can this not 
make you angry knowing everyday someone is prob¬ 
ably walking out of there with a fresh new disease be¬ 
cause some assholes who don’t give a shit allow it to 
go on? Don’t just sit back and watch. Do something.

Conscience and conscious 

In your cover story on condom distribution at this

Tsenin v. Rothschild 

On election day we have an opportunity to elect 
Kay Tsenin to the municipal bench. Kay is a beautiful 
person and a qualified woman who I have known for 
ten years.

I must also state that Congresswoman Nancy 
Pelosi and Mayor Willie Brown should hang their 
heads in shame by misusing their powerful positions 
in giving Rothschild their endorsements. 

When we the people must appear before the 
bench, we have a fundamental right to expect and to 
demand much more.

Unkindest cut 

Gov. Wilson recently signed a measure protecting 
children at-risk of “circumcision.” The state law, how¬ 
ever, protects only the genital integrity of at-risk girls, 
whose numbers in California are so small they can 
only be conjectured, while annually many thousands 
of California boys, the largest group at risk, are left 
unprotected. 

Absent disease, injury or abnormality, amputating 
healthy functioning genital tissue from an uncon¬ 
senting person is genital mutilation. Because the fore¬ 
skin, clitoris and labia are important parts of genital 
anatomy, there are immediate risks from their exci¬ 
sion, but the long-term consequences are not always 
apparent to those in circumcising cultures. Everyone 
accepts it as “normal.” When the person does not or 
cannot consent to this genital diminution, it violates 
their inherent human rights to physical integrity and 
self-determination. 

Arguing that one mutilation is worse than anoth¬ 
er misses the point. It’s not about severity of the cut¬ 
ting but the sovereignty of the person. It’s like argu¬ 
ing employment discrimination laws should be gen¬ 
der-specific because lesbians suffer worse discrimina¬ 
tion than gay men. 

Social justice incorporates laws that protect indi¬ 
viduals equally. If a law safeguards the rights of only 
one class of individual, it violates equal protection 
clauses of the state and federal constitutions. If you 
want to work for equal protection for the group of 
children most at risk of genital mutilation, contact 
NOHARMM, P.O. Box 460795, SF CA 94146.

Compassion in the Castro 

In his letter to the editor (“Street people”), Sal Ia- 
copelli makes the claim that the Castro “is being over¬ 
run by street people” and goes on to claim it is they, 
and they alone, who make the “streets dirtier and even 
more crowded than they already are.” 

To say that the Castro is “overrun” with the home¬ 
less is a gross exaggeration. They are present, certain¬ 
ly. But their numbers do not come near the numbers 
of those of us who visit the Castro and have homes 
to go back to. Iacopelli needs to remove his blinders 
and take a more broad look at who is around him. 

Without question, the homeless do contribute to 
the trash and litter found on the streets of the Castro. 
It is unfair, however, to blame this problem solely on 
the homeless. On several occasions I have witnessed 
customers coming out of Walgreen’s and letting their 
cash register receipts or cigarette pack wrappings fall 
to the sidewalk, even though a trash can is nearby. I 
have seen men purposely drop paper cups and lids 
onto the sidewalk and into the gutter. The numerous 
cards and flyers passed out are often taken, looked at, 
and then tossed into the air. Cigarette butts are flicked 
into the street by the hundreds. Are these not contri¬ 
butions to the dirtiness of the Castro? Or, are they 
deemed permissible as long as the person has a home 
and is gay and therefore privileged in some way the 
homeless are not? 

Iacopelli suggests that we, as a “concerned, strong, 
proud community,” can rid the Castro of homeless¬ 
ness by refusing to “give them money or food.” I find 
this surprising and sad since for years now I have 
heard the gay community on how diverse and toler¬ 
ant we are of other people. We continue to use this 
message to instill fear in the hearts of those wanting 
our support or votes. Iacopelli contradicts this by sug¬ 
gesting we turn our backs on a community of people 
who most need our help. And the type of help they 
ask of us is minimal. Most often it is spare change or 
a cigarette or something to eat. Where is tolerance in 
denying such a simple request? Where is pride in pur¬ 
posely choosing not to be of assistance to someone 
less fortunate and in such need? I would like to re¬ 
mind Iacopelli that 15 years or so ago when AIDS first 
made its entrance into the gay community, many gay 
men were ostracized by the non-gay community and 
made to feel, among other things, less than human 
and not worthy of being helped. I suggest we learn a 
lesson from that and strive to become more humane. 

Iacopelli s letter is wrought with intolerance and 
ignorance. We should know better than to allow our¬ 
selves to sink to such levels of humanity. There is a 
great deal of joy in hearing someone say thank you 
after receiving a handful of nickels and pennies. I 
wonder if Sal Iacopelli has any compassion to spare. 

As W.H. Auden wrote in his poem “1 September 
1939,” We must love one another or die.

ew things have vexed the 
Bob Dole for President 
campaign more than what 
to do about California and its 54 
electoral votes. With less than one 
month before the election, there is 
still a struggle going on among 
Dole’s top advisers over whether 
to pump some last-minute mil¬ 
lions into California - in hopes of 
overcoming President Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s apparently huge lead - or di¬ 
vert the money to other pivotal 
states, particularly in the Midwest 
where Dole may get more voter 
bang for his buck. 

Many in Dole’s inner circle are 
convinced that the Golden State is 
“lost” and are opposed to throw¬ 
ing good money after bad. Clin¬ 
ton has consistently led Dole by 
double digits all year here, and it is 
no secret that Haley Barbour, the 
GOP national chair, feels that they 
should cut their losses and move 
on. 

However, veep nominee Jack 
Kemp and some of his people feel 
differently. They are secretly push¬ 
ing for Dole to spend as 
much time in the state as 
he possibly can before 
the election. 

Of course, no candi¬ 
date can overlook those 
alluring 54 electoral 
votes. They’re one of 
the greatest 
prizes a presi¬ 
dential con¬ 
tender can 
win, and trust 
me, Dole’s eye’s light up every 
time he thinks of them. 

GOP House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich quietly agrees with the 
Kemp people that a “real all-out 
effort” should still be made in 
California. On the other hand, 
Dole campaign manager Scott 
Reed is said to believe that the 
campaign should be looking else¬ 
where for enough votes to offset 
that big California block. 

Another problem Bob Dole 
has is that several other Western 
states (Nevada, Hawaii, Wyoming, 
Idaho and Utah), where the Re¬ 
publican nominee should be 
doing well, are also leaning to¬ 
ward Clinton. Though these states 
account for a mere handful of 
electoral votes when compared to 
California, it’s surprising that a 
Democrat is seemingly leading 
the pack there. 

Bill Clinton carried eight 
Western states in 1992, giving 
both parties an early warning that 
this growing, thriving region was 
beginning to loosen itself from its 
somewhat traditional, conserva¬ 
tive moorings. Analysts, including 
those working in the Dole camp, 
think Clinton could very well win 
in the West by much larger mar¬ 
gins this year. Indeed, as many as 
13 of the Western states, accord¬ 
ing to current polls, seem to be 
turning to Clinton. 

GOP insiders are also worried 
that as the election gets closer and 
Clinton’s numbers remain high. 
Dole may even truncate his cam¬ 
paign in more friendly states such 
as those in the South. This would 
leave many Republican Senate 
and House candidates on their 
own. 

Shockingly, even in conserva¬ 
tive stronghold Orange County, 
California, Clinton and Dole are 
running neck and neck. This and 
Clinton’s other successes are 
thought not to reflect a strong ad¬ 
miration for the Man From Hope 
but rather a lack of interest in his 
opponent, a skepticism of Dole’s 


ability to lead the country. 

Jack Kemp and Newt Gingrich 
aside, I don’t think we’ll be seeing 
much more of Bob 
Dole in California. If 
there are greener pas¬ 
tures for him, they’re 
elsewhere.

“Beltway Bob” privately feels he 
can hurt the president by contin¬ 
ually branding him a “liberal.”

my suspicion that there is no 
seamless LGBT community with 
one culture and one set of politics 
that unite gay and trans folk in 
“queerness.” 

Among less radical gays and 
lesbians, there is a growing resis¬ 
tance to “the assumption that ho¬ 
mosexuality aind ‘gender deviance’ 
are intrinsically linked” (Stephen 
H. Miller paraphrasing sociologist 
Stephen 0. Murray). Murray, 
in fact, makes the point that 
“lesbians and gay men who 
were not visibly gender-de¬ 
viant were more threaten¬ 
ing to those most intolerant 
of homosexuality than were 
obvious ‘queens’ and 
‘bulldaggers.’” 

Lesbian/bi women 
and MTF 
transsexuals 
are ostensibly 
part of the 
same rainbow. 

(By the way, Supervisor Ammi- 
ano’s move to have the City cover 
transsexual City employees’ med¬ 
ical needs? Excellent call!) But we 
have a situation here of a trans¬ 
sexual setting up a confrontation 
between herself and the women’s 
community (and a trans-inclusive 
women’s group at that) of which 
she claims to be a part. 

Is it any wonder, in light of this 
new twist in trans politics, that 
lesbian feminists with an MTF 
background have been bailing on 
the trans movement and aligning 
with their dyke sisters against the 
Margaret O’Hartigans of the 
world? I think not. 

A young friend of mine says 
she posted the following to a 
Usenet newsgroup thread on 
MTF inclusion: “A wise friend of 
mine said to me about a year into 
this process, ‘You have to make a 
choice at some point. That choice 
is simple: are you a womon or are 
you a transsexual?”’ As radical 
MTFs remind their erstwhile sis¬ 
ters of what everyone’s mother 
said about being known by the 
company one keeps, women like 
my friend make the choice to be 
women, to be down with their les¬ 
bian sisters, and to refer to them¬ 
selves as “former transsexuals” 
who “didn’t go through this 
process to be in a third space.” 

Neither are they happy with 
demands that the lesbian com¬ 
munity accommodate to trans 
movement orthodoxy. Wrote my 
young friend, “[Another post] is 
* absolutely right on* about there 
being a not-too-subtle hint of un-

questioned male privilege within 
the *politics* of the mtf t-gender 
community. I’ve heard many 
more TS womyn than I want to 
think of say that we have a ‘right’ 
to all womyn’s spaces regardless of 
our state of genitalia or readiness 
[resocialization]. I can’t sign off 
on that.” Needless to say, we can 
either recognize that the LGBT 
“community” is more of a coali¬ 
tion, or watch it become a 
house divided against it¬ 
self. 

Aggressive stand 

The situation threatens to 
worsen. In the new sequel 
to Coming to Power, 
edited by Pat Califia and 
Gayle Rubin, a non-op 
MTF who gets 
included 
where many 
others don’t 
(because she 
has, admirably, built up her per¬ 
sonal credibility) takes an aggres¬ 
sive stand against MTFs complet¬ 
ing their transition with surgery. 
She claims what many others ap¬ 
parently dispute: sex-reassign¬ 
ment surgery destroys orgasmic 
capability. 

So let me get this straight - 
some women are born with the 
wrong genitals, and they should 
be allowed into women’s spas and 
lesbian sex clubs with those geni¬ 
tals on demand because even 
though they’re women they want 
to keep their dicks so they can get 
off better. Yeah, like that will be 
an easy sell, especially to those 
lesbians who see following 
through with surgery as the ulti¬ 
mate proof of being down with 
sister women. 

There’s been a lot of fuss over 
whether the Stonewall Riots were 
a gay male rebellion or a transgen¬ 
der rebellion. Fortunately, I know 
someone who was there. He’s a 
wise and sexy leather daddy who 
says the Stonewall was a neighbor¬ 
hood bar where all kinds of Village 
people congregated - the people 
who fought back were “all of the 
above.” We can fight back despite 
our differences; we don’t need one 
ideology and one culture to do so. 
It takes unity, not uniformity - 
people uniting in mutual respect 
despite their differences. 

Nonetheless, I have no respect 
for Margaret O’Hartigan. And I 
suspect she has no respect for the 
women from whom she’s de¬ 
manding respect by siccing the 
government on them. ▼ 


Transexual Menace to 
protest Chronic abuse

ransexual Menace and Tran¬ 
sexual Menace Men will 
protest in front of the San 
Francisco Chronicle office at noon 
on October 15 to address “inflam¬ 
matory” reporting of a proposal 
that city workers’ sex change oper¬ 
ations be covered by insurance. 

James Green, a founding 
member of Transexual Menace 
Men , emphasized the demonstra¬ 
tion is not aimed at city officials, 
whom he described as “very re- 
sponsive.We want to address the 
inflammatory and transphobic 
media coverage that ensued” in the 
Chronicle, Green told the B.A.R. 

Specifically, the group is con¬ 
cerned about an article by colum¬ 
nists Phillip Matier and Andrew 


Ross, and other coverage which 
will be detailed at the protest. 

In mid-September, the city’s 
Human Rights Commission 
(HRC) requested that a city health 
administrative board explore pro¬ 
viding coverage of sex reassign¬ 
ment surgery for eligible trans¬ 
gender city workers. 

HRC President Martha Knutzen 
said the matter of insurance cover¬ 
age arose when members of the 
HRC’s lesbian/gay/bi/transgender 
advisory committee, along with 
people in the HRC transgender task 
force subcommittee, requested the 
issue be examined. 

Green said the city might be in 
violation of its own ordinance by 
singling out transgender people and 
excluding them from medical cov¬ 
erage for sex reassignment surgery 
and other medical needs. T 
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“Each of us can make a difference. 
Every time we use the Rainbow Card 
we help fund organizations serving 
the lesbian and gay community.”

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FCC rules for activist 
candidate Michael, 
against censorship 


The banned ads included 
“Needle,” which admonished 
users not to shoot drugs, but if 
they have to, it visually showed 
them how to clean a hypodermic 
needle to prevent infection with 
HIV. “Kiss” showed two men kiss¬ 
ing, and urged viewers to use a 
condom every time the engaged 
in “anal or vaginal sex” to prevent 
infection with HIV. 

Michael charged WMUR-TV 
with censorship in refusing to run 
the ads. He formally filed a com¬ 
plaint against the station with the 
FCC on April 22. Both sides trad¬ 
ed written responses. 

In the October 4 letter, Nor¬ 
man Goldstein, writing for the 
FCC, found “that the station vio¬ 
lated the no-censorship prohibi¬ 
tion” of the Communications Act. 
The agency has long held that reg¬ 
ulations “bar licensees from exer¬ 
cising censorship over the content 
of political advertising.... Once a 
station has committed itself to 
make time available to particular 
candidates, it cannot withdraw its 
commitment because of the sub¬ 
stance of a candidate’s use.” 

WMUR-TV argued that it 
could refuse to air “Needle” be¬ 
cause it advocates “criminal activ¬ 
ity.” But the FCC rejected that as¬ 
sertion saying, “WMUR-TV 
points to no Commission prece¬ 
dent or policy that would permit 
it to refuse to air a political adver¬ 
tisement in such circumstances, 
and, in any event, the ad appar¬ 
ently does not advocate criminal 
activity.” As the Michael campaign 
“points out, and WMUR-TV does 
not dispute, the ad expressly ad¬ 
vises against drug use.” 

The FCC “admonished” 
WMUR-TV for censorship and 
“expected that care will be exer-

cised to assure that such violations 
do not recur. This matter is being 
made part of WMUR-TV’s file.” 
That may have some impact when 
the station’s license comes up for 
renewal, though renewals are sel¬ 
dom successfully challenged. 

The ruling denied Michael’s 
request for an award of damages 
and attorney’s fees, because “nei¬ 
ther the Communications Act nor 
the Commission’s rules provide 
for such relief.” It does leave the 
door open for Michael to seek 
compensation through a civil suit 
in federal court. 

“This is good,” said Michael. 
“We played by the rules and actu¬ 
ally won. This gives us the oppor¬ 
tunity to run needle exchange 
commercials in Tennessee,” where 
he is on the November ballot as 
the presidential candidate of The 
AIDS Cure Party. 

He is likely to pursue a civil 
suit.

S.F. dailies recognize 
lesbian and gay parents 

Both the San Francisco Chron¬ 
icle and Examiner have recently 
featured contributors criticizing 
the shameful state of the legal 
system in protecting lesbian and 
gay parents and their children. 
Columnist Jeff Stryker wrote an 
Examiner article entitled, “Who 
Gets Custody? Killer Dad or Les¬ 
bian Mom?” about the much- 
publicized Florida case in which 
an appellate court refused to 
grant custody to the lesbian bio¬ 
logical mother, preferring instead 
the father, who had murdered his 
first wife. 

“The family values espoused 
(if not always lived) by social 
conservatives involve a family 
with a married heterosexual cou¬ 
ple at the helm. Such a cramped 
vision does not begin to address 
the diversity of family arrange¬ 
ments in today’s America,” Stryk¬ 
er wrote. “Eventually the law will 
catch up when legislators and 
judges wake up and realize that 
children benefit when two adults 
share the rights and responsibil¬ 
ities associated with child rearing 
- even if the adults are two men 
or two women.” 

An October 1 San Francisco 
Chronicle editorial by University 
of California, Davis Professor Ju¬ 



dith Stacey admonished oppo¬ 
nents of legalized same-sex mar¬ 
riage and of same-sex second 
parent adoptions on the grounds 
that they ignore the best interest 
of children because of irrational 
hatred and intolerance. Stacey il¬ 
lustrated her argument with the 
concrete example of co-parent 
Janine Ratcliffe and her daughter 
Kristin’s struggle to stay together 
after Kristin’s biological mother 
died. 

Stacey noted that “until same- 
sex couples enjoy the right to 
marry, the same logic makes 
it unjust, irrational and 
against the state’s inter¬ 
est to apply a marriage 
restriction to lesbian 
or gay adoptive par¬ 
ents.” In California, 
Governor Pete Wilson 
is attempting to do 
just that. 

“When will the 
champions of two- 
parent families- Presi¬ 
dent Clinton and Governor Wil¬ 
son among them- open their 
eyes, minds and hearts enough to 
recognize invisible families like 
Kristin’s?” she asked.

Lesbian teen tortured in 
psych hospital 

A segment of 20/20 on Sep¬ 
tember 27 featured Lyn Duff, a 
young woman who, as a teenag¬ 
er, was forcibly placed into 
Rivendell, a private hospital in 
Utah, in an attempt to “cure” her 
homosexuality. In addition to ex¬ 
amining the ways in which such 
hospitals psychologically tor¬ 
ment and emotionally shatter 
young gays like Duff, the story 
put a very human face on the 
issue of lesbian and gay street 
youth. After escaping from the 
hospital and her mother, Duff 
was a homeless runaway for sev¬ 
eral years, like many other les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual and transgen¬ 
der youth who are either 
shunned or attacked by their par¬ 
ents for their sexual orientation. 

Also interviewed for the story 
was Phyllis Burke, author of Gen¬ 
der Shock, which reveals the sys¬ 
tematic ways in which gender 
identity (and sexual identity) is 
enforced and regulated by some 
in the medical and psychiatric 
community. “It’s child abuse, 
plain and simple,” said Burke. 

When asked by reporter Tom 
Jerriel at the end of the story how 
she would feel if she had a lesbian 
daughter, anchor Barbara Wal¬ 
ters answered, “I’d say, ‘You’re my 
daughter and I love you,’ because 
I do,” adding, “Most experts do 
feel homosexuality is a condition 
you are born with and is rarely 
reversible and certainly not in a 
mental institution.” After heavily 
sighing, she said, “When do we 
become enlightened?” 

The only slip in the story was 


made by Jerriel who, while inter¬ 
viewing Duff, asked if she would 
reconcile with her mother if she 
said, “I understand. I’m happy 
with that lifestyle you’ve chosen.” 

Please commend 20/20 for 
this excellent report and espe¬ 
cially thank Barbara Walters for 
her insightful and heartfelt re¬ 
sponse. Remind Tom Jerriel, 
however, that being lesbian or 
gay is not a “lifestyle choice,” and 
it is the assumption that we have 
a “choice” that misleads unhappy 
people into thinking that homo¬ 
sexuality can be “cured.”

L ast Saturday, October 5, 
Mayor Willie L. Brown, Jr. 
kicked off the San Francis¬ 
co Children and Youth Summit at 
Yerba Buena Gardens. The two- 
day conference, organized by the 
Mayor’s Office of Children, Youth 
and Their Families and co¬ 
chaired by Supervisor Michael 
Yaki and Superintendent Walde- 
mar Rojas, featured a rousing 
key-note address by Marian 
Wright Edelman, president and 
founder of the Children’s Defense 
Fund, as well as many other 
speeches. 

About 500 people attended 
the summit, representing many 
different community-based orga¬ 
nizations, youth service 
providers, government agencies, 
and neighborhoods. Many youth 
were also present as members of 
the Youth Commission and as 
community delegates. 

Queer youth were included in 
many of the event’s discussions. 
The Human Rights Commission 
supplied statistics on queer youth 
that were included in the “Brief¬ 
ing Paper” for the summit. Also, 
many prominent gay and lesbian 
activists were present on the sum¬ 
mit’s executive committee and 
panels, among them Ken 
Bukowski, executive director of 
LYRIC (Lavender Youth Recre¬ 
ation and Information Center), 
Youth Commissioner Kent 
Khounsombath, and Andrea 
Shorter of the Community Col¬ 
lege Board. 

Supervisor Yaki, the third to 
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speak, was quick to mention 
queer youth in his speech. One of 
the points of his speech was 
“honoring diversity” which, he 
explained, includes gay and les¬ 
bian youth as well as racial diver¬ 
sity. He also mentioned the Sep¬ 
tember 26 Human Rights Com¬ 
mission and Youth Commission 
joint hearing on LGBTQ youth, at 
which he spoke. Many members 
of the audience, including at¬ 
tendee Israel Nieves-Rivera, were 
glad that Yaki took the opportu¬ 
nity to include queer youth. 

Another speaker, Karen Nor¬ 
man, part of the panel on chil- 


learn from this summit,” he said. 
“They are going to read the poli¬ 
cy recommendations very nar¬ 
rowly.” 

Kelly O’Neill was disappoint¬ 
ed by the lack of inclusion of 
queer youth. She did not agree 
with the guest editorial that Yaki 
wrote for the Bay Area Reporter 
last week saying that queer youth 
were very involved in the Youth 
Summit. “But there’s me and 
Kent [Khounsombath], that’s it,” 
she said. “So my impression is 
that [the Youth Summit] is not 
going to mean much” for queer 
youth.

dren from ages 0 to 5 and a les¬ 
bian parent, talked about her ex¬ 
perience in a gay family and made 
a plea for gay marriages. “We 
need to have expanded defini¬ 
tions of families,” she said. She 
went on to say, “In California 
there is a regulation being con¬ 
sidered that will make it very hard 
for anyone except a heterosexual 
married couple to adopt.” 

Although many mentioned 
LGBTQ youth, few speakers fo¬ 
cused solely on queer youth. The 
young queer activists present, like 
Kent Khounsombath and Kelly 
O’Neill of the Street Survival Pro¬ 
ject, chose not to speak about 
queer youth. Nor were any queer- 
specific issues brought up in the 
discussion. Vitaly, one gay youth 
present at the Summit, remarked 
on this. “The service providers 
who don’t already have services 
for LGBT youth are not going to 


Still, some were optimistic. 
Brian Cheu, staff to the Human 
Rights Commission, who was 
very involved in planning the 
joint hearing on LGBTQ youth, 
said, “I see the Youth Summit as 
presenting the overall city vision 
for youth and youth services, and 
I’m happy to see them incorpo¬ 
rate information about queer 
youth. I think our next challenge 
is to change these broad items 
into specific action items. I hope 
and anticipate that the leaders 
here today will sit down and con¬ 
tinue the dialogue.” 

Vitaly also plans to hold the 
officials at the Youth Summit re¬ 
sponsible for action. “I want to 
know who’s doing what and 
when. I want to know exactly 
what percentage of queer youth 
are going to be served,” he said. “I 
haven’t heard anything specific 
yet.” ▼

giving out information about 
Flower Therapy and the Oak¬ 
land Cannabis Buyers Club, he 
added. 

“We had full support from 
the Castro Street Fair security 
staff and had been there since 
noon,” Swindell told the B.A.R ., 
adding several San Francisco 
beat patrol officers walked by 
their table without indicating 
there was a problem with selling 
the medical marijuana brownies. 

“Officers knew about it and 
inquired what was in the baked 
goods,” Swindell added. 

However, at about 2:30 p.m., 
Suhr put an end to the sales. 

“He did it kind of begrudg¬ 
ingly and said it’s not the law 
yet,” Swindell said of Suhr. 

Swindell said the police also 
took approximately $1,500, but 
then returned the money to the 
group. He said ACT UP/San 
Francisco had 1,100 baked goods 
that they brought to the fair to 
sell, and the police took about 
half of them. 

A police spokesman said the 
brownies were taken to the de¬ 
partment’s narcotics lab, where 


they will be tested. If they are 
found to contain marijuana they 
will be destroyed, police said. 

Swindell was critical of the 
bust, calling it “another link in 
their continual harassment.” San 
Francisco police played a part in 
the August 4 raid by state nar¬ 
cotic authorities of the Cannabis 
Buyers Club. 

Dave Fratello with Californi¬ 
ans for Medical Rights, a group 
supporting Proposition 215, 
spoke out against ACT UP/San 
Francisco’s sale of the baked 
goods at the Castro Street Fair. 
In a phone call from Santa Mon¬ 
ica, Fratello said he wanted to 
emphasize that he felt there was 
a problem with what ACT 
UP/San Francisco was doing. 

“I’d condemn the sale and 
distribution of baked goods for 
allegedly medical purposes and 
allegedly in the spirit of Propo¬ 
sition 215,” Fratello told the 
B.A.R. “That’s not what this ini¬ 
tiative is all about.” 

Fratello said the sale of mari¬ 
juana for medical purposes 
would remain illegal if Proposi¬ 
tion 215 is approved by voters 
next month. 

“The only difference is that 
people would have a legal de¬ 
fense in court,” he said. ▼

L atex condoms were free for 
the asking at the Castro 
Street Fair on Sunday, Octo¬ 
ber 6. For this one day at least, 
most neighborhood bars displayed 
free condom buckets. Out of 15 
Castro area bars, only four had no 
condoms visible when the Bay 
Area Reporter visited [see sidebar]. 
Meanwhile, pale young men from 
the Castro’s only sex club, the Black 
House, were handing out $4 pass¬ 
es all weekend, but were not hand¬ 
ing out condoms to at least some 
of their customers at the door. 

City officials say they want all 
San Francisco gay bars and sex 
clubs to give out latex condoms 
gratis every day of the year. 

“We want to change the norm, 
and I think we can,” said Valerie 
Kegebein, director of prevention 
for the San Francisco Department 
of Public Health AIDS Office. “We 
don’t see this as a one-shot deal.” 
The AIDS Office will soon be se¬ 
lecting a community-based AIDS 
organization to receive a $15,000 
contract to create and implement 
a system for condom distribution 
in all the city’s gay bars and sex 
clubs. “Believe it or not, in 1996 
this is a new idea,” said Kegebein. 

While some critics, including 
potential contractors, suggest this 
is not enough, Kegebein respond¬ 
ed, “$15,000 buys a whole heck of

a lot of condoms.” 

“I think that is a major effort 
on the part of the Department of 
Public Health, particularly for 
what should be a voluntary pro¬ 
gram,” commented Mayor Willie 
Brown’s spokesperson, P.J. John¬ 
ston. “When it comes to distribut¬ 
ing condoms, it’s more an issue of 
participation than funding.” 

Through its own programs 
and through contractors, the city 
will spend a total of $12 million 
this year on HIV prevention pro¬ 
grams, including administrative 
costs. 

“When millions are flowing 
into the agencies and the AIDS 
Office,” activist Michael Petrelis 
said, “I think that money should 
be buying us condoms, not just 
paying salaries of prevention ex¬ 
perts. Call me naive, but I think 
we can still stop AIDS through ef¬ 
fective prevention efforts.” 

Unlike South of Market 
haunts, Castro area bars have no 
back rooms, and there’s rarely 
more than vanilla foreplay. But 
men still pick up men and, some¬ 
times after a few drinks, take them 
home without stopping at the 
Walgreen’s to restock on condoms. 

“If you don’t have one, you’re 
still going to go through with it,” 
said straight-shooting Philip 
Turner, owner of Daddy’s on Cas¬ 
tro Street. Daddy’s has displayed 
free condoms since it opened in 
November 1995. 

Turner said Daddy’s distrib¬ 
uted over 3,000 condoms in the 
last two weeks. T he Stop AIDS 
Project and the Department of 
Public Health provide his leather

bar with as many as his customers 
need. Occasionally, when the 
agencies run out, he buys them 
himself. “I don’t know if the other 
owners don’t have the time or the 
money,” he said. “They cost 7.25 
cents each, and it takes maybe 10 
or 15 minutes a day. Big deal to 
save a life.” 

Although there are no good 
figures, according to the city AIDS 
Office, roughly 45% of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s gay and bisexual men are 
HIV-positive. 

In an ongoing study of a group 
of 18- to 29-year-olds, the new 
seroconversion rate has ranged 
from 1.4% to 2.6% per year in the 
first three years, reports Dennis 
Osmond of the UCSF Center for 
AIDS Prevention Studies. 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
said that his Government Effi¬ 
ciency and Labor Committee will 
be convening on December 12 to 
look at city AIDS programs and 
“whether we’re getting a bang for 
our buck.” 

“We could hear from the bar 
owners about what problems 
they’re having with putting [con¬ 
doms] out and what’s realistic, 
and let’s help them with that. And 
then the other thing would be the 
Department of Public Health 
maintaining a steady supply,” he 
said. “I think if there’s an attitude 
thing, then we have to look at 
that, but I suspect it’s mostly me¬ 
chanical.” 

“If it’s doing nothing else, it’s 
protecting your own clientele,” 
Daddy’s Turner said. “That’s why I 
don’t understand why other busi¬ 
nesses don’t do it.” ▼

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Katz requests 
moratorium on some 
businesses for Castro 


Plenty of self-service restaurants , coffee 
houses, juice bars there now, supe says 



Full-service Without Reservations on Castro St.

n response to community con¬ 
cerns that the influx of fast 
food and self-service restau¬ 
rants and chain stores is changing 
the Castro, San Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor Leslie Katz on Monday, Octo¬ 
ber 7 requested the city attorney’s 
office draft four pieces of legisla¬ 
tion to address those issues and 
help keep the Castro from losing 
its neighborhood characteristics. 

One of Katz’s proposals would 
place a two-year moratorium on 
self-service restaurants, coffee 
houses, and juice bars in the Cas¬ 
tro-Upper Market area. 

The city attorney’s office is ex¬ 
pected to have the legislation back 
to Katz within a month, at which 
time it will be introduced to the 
full board. 

“While I do not have any ob¬ 
jection to chain stores per se, I am 
concerned about businesses that 
cater to tourists coming in and 
displacing businesses that serve 
the residents who live here,” Katz 
said. “It is important that the Cas¬ 
tro continues to serve not only as a 
major tourist destination for les¬ 
bians, gay men, and bisexuals 
from around the world, but also as 
a functioning neighborhood.” 

Katz pointed out that three 
self-service burrito restaurants 
will be moving onto one block of 
Castro between 18th and Market 
streets, in addition to the four 
burrito establishments that al¬ 
ready exist in the neighborhood. 
There has also been an influx of 
coffee houses and juice bars, she 
said. 

“It is important that the Castro 
have a mix of self-service and full- 
service restaurants. A moratorium 
on self-service restaurants will en¬ 


sure that any new restaurants 
moving in will not continue the 
current trend of taking over full- 
service restaurants and turning 
them into self-service restaurants,” 
Katz said. 

Full-service restaurants not 
only provide a different dining ex¬ 
perience for customers, but are 
more likely to pay a living wage to 
employees, she noted. 

“A moratorium on coffee 
houses and juice bars, which are 
presently exempt from the rules 
limiting the number of food-ser¬ 
vice establishments in a neighbor¬ 
hood, will ensure that the Castro 
does not continue to be inundated 
with these types of businesses 
which often replace non-food re¬ 
lated businesses that serve the 
needs of residents of the Castro,” 
Katz explained. 

Another piece of legislation 
Katz requested *would end a cur¬ 
rent rule that allows a business 


that is not allowed in a neighbor¬ 
hood to move in, if the business 
takes over space previously occu¬ 
pied by another non-conforming 
business. Katz said this “grandfa¬ 
ther clause” creates a situation 
where current planning require¬ 
ments can be ignored, either be¬ 
cause a previous business received 
a variance from the rules, or be¬ 
cause the previous business 
moved in prior to the regulation 
being enacted. 

Under the current rules, a 
restaurant can move into space 
formally occupied by another 
restaurant, even though a restau¬ 
rant is no longer allowed at that 
location. If Katz’s proposed 
changes are enacted, this type of 
situation would not happen in the 
future. 

“While a current business 
should be allowed to remain de¬ 
spite a change of regulations, once

that children have people around 
them who care. A child needs to 
be given a family, whatever that 
family looks like, she said. 

Elders praised the Alliance, the 
state’s largest lesbian and gay po¬ 
litical action committee, and said 
members must “continue to be 
good, strong advocates.” 

“We’ve got to make sure we pick 
leaders willing to lead,” she said. 

“I know you’ve been out there 
fighting the political battles of 
human rights,” Elders told the au¬ 
dience. “We’ve got to begin to deal 
with those issues if we’re to save 
society as we know it. I’m very 
much opposed to ending affirma¬ 
tive action. Affirmative action was 
designed for sick institutions, and 
once we fix our institutions, affir¬ 
mative action will die its own 
death.” 

San Francisco Mayor Willie 
Brown introduced Elders, and 
perhaps got off the most humor¬ 
ous line of the evening as he was 
speaking. 

“The reception you’ve given 
me energizes me to go out and do 
more shit,” Brown said. “This is a 
good job.” 

Pabich honored 

Brown went on to talk briefly 
about Elders, noting she was the 
first African-American, and only 
the second woman, to be named 
Surgeon General. 

Also at the dinner, veteran San 
Francisco political consultant and 
longtime gay activist Dick Pabich 
was presented with the Don Disler 
Community Service/Lifetime 
Achievement Award by Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden. 

Pabich, who said he’s lived 
with HIV for a decade, has retired. 
He’s managed several campaigns, 
including those for former super¬ 
visors Migden and Harry Britt 
and for Sheriff Mike Hennessey. 
He also ran campaigns to defend 
the domestic partnership law, and 
to create the Office of Citizens 
Complaints in the police depart¬ 
ment. 

He helped produce the city’s 
earliest safe-sex public informa¬ 
tion materials, helped the Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Francisco 
(UCSF) secure and manage grants 
for early AIDS research, and 
served on the state’s AIDS Adviso¬ 
ry Committee. ▼

“I was very naive when I went 
to Washington. I thought I could 
do something to bring about 
change,” she said. “I went there to 
try to make a difference.” 

Elders spoke about needle ex¬ 
change, and said the failure of that 
program to be implemented is one 
of her biggest disappointments. 

“One thing I wish I’d gotten 
done when I was Surgeon Gener¬ 
al was get the needle exchange 
program approved,” Elders said. 

She pointed out that needle 
exchange studies show no increase 
in drug use, and a decrease in the 
spread of HIV. 

“We had five wonderful stud¬ 
ies evaluated by the best scientists 
in the world - and we still have 
not approved needle exchange 
programs,” Elders said. 

‘On the verge 1 

In a brief interview following 
her speech, Elders confirmed that 
the Clinton administration had 
been about to lift the ban on fed¬ 
eral funds being used for needle 
exchange programs in 1994, but 
was scared off after the Republi¬ 
can takeover of Congress. Elders 
said she had been authorized to 
lift the ban, a press release had 
been written, and they were just 
waiting until after the election to 
release it. 

“We were on the verge of lift¬ 
ing the ban,” Elders told the B.A.R. 

She cited statistics showing 
that 47 percent of minorities with 
HIV have used dirty needles. 

Elders said that politicians 
have refused to deal with a public 
health issue, instead making it a 
political issue. 

“We need to begin to stop 
turning medical problems into 
political issues,” Elders said. 

Regarding change and her de¬ 
sire to create it while in Washing¬ 
ton, Elders said people in Wash¬ 
ington would say the time’s not 
right, or the money’s not right. 

“And they finally said,‘Joycelyn 
Elders, you’re not right.’ I’ve never 
got beaten on so badly as when I 
said we should study the legaliza¬ 
tion of drugs,” she said, adding, 
“It’s a failing war.” 

Also, she said, “I was beat on 
because I support gay and lesbian 
adoptions.” 

The most important thing re¬ 
garding adoptions, Elders said, is

F ormer U.S. Surgeon General 
Dr. Joycelyn Elders drew 
cheers and standing ova¬ 
tions Saturday, October 5, when 
she spoke at the Bay Area Non- 
Partisan Alliance’s annual dinner. 
She thanked the largely gay and 
lesbian audience of 600 for work¬ 
ing to “get many issues out on the 
table,” including AIDS research. 

The big push by gay and les¬ 
bian groups, she said, is one of the 
reasons “that we are where we are 
today regarding AIDS research. 

“I’m not bragging, because we 
are nowhere near where we 
should be,” Elders said, as the au¬ 
dience applauded. 

Elders, the granddaughter of 
slaves and the daughter of an 
Arkansas sharecropper, rose to be¬ 
come the nation’s chief physician 
in August 1993. She was forced to 
resign in late 1994 when publicity 
over her pro-sex and AIDS educa¬ 
tion views, including a frank re¬ 
sponse to a question about mas¬ 
turbation, made her a liability to 
the Clinton administration. 

She joked that “this country 
talked more about masturbation 
in December 1994” (during the 
controversy surrounding her 
comments) than it ever has be¬ 
fore, and said she spoke about 
things you’re not supposed to talk 
about.

Joycelyn Elders a big 
hit at Alliance dinner 
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Jeff Getty to speak at 
Sonoma AIDS dinner 

Three community leaders to be honored

| akland resident and AIDS 
H ' activist Jeff Getty, who 
made history last December 
when he received the first baboon 
bone marrow transplant, will be 
the keynote speaker at the Sono¬ 
ma County AIDS Foundation’s 
“Until There’s A Cure” dinner on 
Friday, October 18 in Santa Rosa. 

Last year, 300 people attended 
the dinner. Organizers hope this 
year’s event is well attended. 

The Sonoma County AIDS 
Foundation, founded in 1987, is a 
nonprofit community-based 
foundation that provides financial 
resources for the AIDS communi¬ 
ty, including financial assistance 
to all HIV/AIDS service providers 
in the county. Currently, there are 
more than 1,800 diagnosed AIDS 
cases in Sonoma County. 

Getty, a member of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, has been active 
in AIDS research since 1987, 
when he retired from his job at 
the University of California, 
Berkeley. He helped coordinate a 
national protease compassionate 
use campaign that supplied free 
protease inhibitor drugs to thou¬ 
sands of PWAs across the country. 

Getty was one of several ACT 
UP/Golden Gate members who 
were instrumental in securing 
price reductions from Stadt- 
landers Pharmacy for PWAs tak¬ 
ing the new protease drug Indi- 
avir. 

He has also been active in 
working with breast cancer ac¬ 
tivists to help persuade pharma¬ 
ceuticals such as Genentech to 
begin compassionate use pro¬ 
grams for women who have breast 
cancer. 

Getty has received several 
awards, including the Mobiliza¬ 
tion Against AIDS’s “Hero 
Award,” ACT UP/East Bay’s “Ac- 
tion=Life Award,” Project In¬ 
form’s “Dobson Activist Award,” 
and Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco’s “Saints 
Alive Award.” 

The Sonoma County AIDS 
Foundation will bestow its “Gift 
of Hope and Breath of Courage” 
award on Sonoma County Super¬ 
visor Ernie Carpenter, Dr. Mar¬ 
shall Kubota, and Elizabeth 
VanDyke at the dinner. 



The awards are given to recog¬ 
nize these individuals who have 
given their time, encouragement, 
knowledge, and hearts to assist 
the local HIV/AIDS community 
in having the best care possible. 

Carpenter took a strong local 
role in recognizing that AIDS was 
becoming a serious public health 
problem in the mid-1980s. Car¬ 
penter took the initiative and lis¬ 
tened to his constituents in west¬ 
ern Sonoma County and moved 
aggressively to work with the 
Board of Supervisors to establish 
the Sonoma County AIDS Com¬ 
mission. 

He was also one of the propo¬ 
nents behind the formation of the 
Sonoma County AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, established in 1987. For the 
last ten years, Carpenter has been 
an advocate for increased funding 
and being sure that all people 
with HIV/AIDS have not been 
discriminated against. 

Kubota, a HIV primary care 
physician, first became involved 
with HIV/AIDS while serving as 
medical director at the Russian 
River Health Center in the mid- 
1980s. Since then, he has become 
a leading physician in the com¬ 
munity and worked to educate 
and train local doctors in the 
treatment of HIV/AIDS. 

He was responsible for the 
AIDS Treatment and Care Educa¬ 
tion program currently serving 
Northern California and provid¬ 
ing updated information and 
basic AIDS education to health 
professionals in rural areas who 
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are seeing AIDS patients. 

As a mother living with 
HIV/AIDS, VanDyke became very 
active in the community, was ap¬ 
pointed by Carpenter to a seat on 
the county’s AIDS Commission 
and brought the issue of HlV-in- 
fected women and children to the 
table. 

In the early 1990s, VanDyke 
and others decided that the nutri¬ 
tional needs of people with 
HIV/AIDS were unmet. She co¬ 
founded Food for Thought, an 
AIDS food bank in Sonoma 
County that provides home-de¬ 
livered groceries to individuals 
who are unable to leave their 
homes. Today, through a network 
of volunteers, the program deliv¬ 
ers over 350 bags of food weekly 
to PWAs who are in need. 

VanDyke was appointed to the 
State Office of AIDS working 
group, overseeing the distribution 
of funds to rural areas in Califor¬ 
nia, including Sonoma County.

drugs, virtually unthinkable only 
a year ago, has followed reports of 
the success of combination drug 
therapies in bringing virus in 
blood to undetectable levels. Al¬ 
though researchers are racing to 
be the first to clear the virus from 
a patient, none has proved that 
eradication will be possible, and 
experiments to date have been 
unsuccessful. In fact, many re¬ 
searchers point out that eradica¬ 
tion theories are overly simplistic 
and do not take into account the 
difficulty of eliminating the virus 
from cells in the body which are 
longer lived or difficult to access 
with current therapies. 

Researchers and activists are 
afraid that even speculating about 
eradication may lead to more un¬ 
safe sex. They use words such as 
“eradication” and “clearance” 
rather than “cure” because they 
are afraid to raise false hopes. The 
popular press (straight and gay) 
has shown a good deal less re¬ 
straint in reporting on a potential 
cure for HIV. Is there now a hope 
for a cure, or is it just wishful 
thinking and media hype? 

New treatments 

Over the last year, the arsenal 
of drugs available to interfere in 
the life cycle of HIV has grown 
from the original class of nucleo¬ 
side analogs (e.g., AZT, 3TC, ddl, 
ddC, d4T) to include protease in¬ 
hibitors (e.g., indinavir, ritonavir, 
saquinavir) and non-nucleoside 
reverse transcriptase inhibitors 
(e.g., nevirapine). Treatment reg¬ 
imens using combinations of 
these drugs have been shown to 
dramatically reduce the amount 
of virus in the blood (viral load). 

• Studies among newly infect¬ 
ed persons using three-drug com¬ 
bination therapy (two nucleoside 
analogs and a protease inhibitor) 
showed that, for all patients who 
could tolerate.the drugs and stick 
with the dosing schedule, viral 
loads became undetectable 
(below 500 copies/ml). In one of 
the studies, patients who followed 
the regimen for ten months began 
to lose their HIV antibody re¬ 
sponse. 

• Studies of combination ther¬ 
apy in middle-stage patients who 


had not previously 
taken antiretroviral 
drugs showed similarly 
encouraging results. In 
one of these studies, 12 
middle-stage patients 
on a three-drug com¬ 
bination therapy 
(two nuc-leoside 
analogs and a protease inhibitor) 
achieved viral loads below 25 
copies/ml at 12 weeks. 

• Additional studies showed 
that the gathering hope could ex¬ 
tend to patients who already have 
experience with antiretrovirals. 
One study showed that 92% of 
AZT-experienced patients on a 
three-drug regimen (AZT, 3TC, 
indinavir) achieved undetectable 
viral loads at 24 weeks. 

Eradication theory 

Dr. Ho of the Aaron Diamond 
AIDS Research Center has asked 
the logical question following 
such optimistic reports: “How 
long should treatment be given, if 
we have an antiretroviral regimen 
that completely blocks HIV repli¬ 
cation?” To answer this question 
Dr. Ho has proposed a model of 
HIV infection that suggests there 
are several different viral com¬ 
partments of the body that harbor 
HIV, each with different charac¬ 
teristics and a different rate of 
viral decay. 

The first and second compart¬ 
ments (virus in blood plasma and 
activated infected CD4-cells) have 
a short life span. Using data from 
patients at Aaron Diamond, Dr. 
Ho estimates a life span of 0.3+0 .1 
days for virions and 2 . 210.8 days 
for activated CD4-cells. The 
modelpredicts that, in the pres¬ 
ence of a perfect anti-viral thera¬ 
py, these compartments would 
clear in the first three weeks of 
treatment leading to a reduction 
in viral load of 90-99%. 

The third compartment con¬ 
sists of latently infected (resting) 
CD4 cells and longer-lived cells, 
such as tissue macrophages. Dr. 
Ho believes that these cells have a 
slower decay and account for the 
remaining one to ten percent in 
viral load. Using estimates for the 
rates of decay in these compart¬ 
ments, Dr. Ho, et. al. estimated 
that total clearance of HIV from 
the body could be achieved in 30 
to 120 weeks. 

Dr. Ho has cautioned that his 
team’s analyses do not take into 
account the potential for the virus 
to remain active in other com¬ 
partments, such as the brain or

testes, which are hard¬ 
er to access with thera¬ 
pies. Virus in these 
other compartments or 
sanctuary sites could 
serve as embers to 
reignite the virus if 
therapy is withdrawn. 
The concept of sanc¬ 
tuary sites has led some re¬ 
searchers to speculate that viral 
clearance may be easier if treat¬ 
ment occurs soon after infection 
- before the virus becomes fully 
embedded in the body. 

Studies with people who have 
recently become infected (new se- 
roconverts) are testing this theo¬ 
ry. In San Francisco, the Options 
Project, a UCSF-sponsored study, 
is seeking people who suspect 
they may be seroconverting (evi¬ 
denced by flu-like symptoms, 
fever, and/or rash). Because a 
standard HIV antibody test will 
give a negative result during early 
infection, the Options Project 
performs a viral load test to look 
for HIV. If the test shows the virus 
is present, recent seroconverts can 
get combination drug therapy 
through the Options Project if 
they choose to start early treat¬ 
ment. (The Options Project can 
be reached at 415-502-8100.) 

Others believe that viral eradi¬ 
cation will not be possible with 
currently available treatments. 
UCSF AIDS researcher and clini¬ 
cian Dr. Steven Deeks believes 
that “the models which have been 
presented are overly simplified 
and make major assumptions. 
Available data clearly show that 
current therapies do not get into 
certain hidden reservoirs, includ¬ 
ing the brain and the testes.” 

Eradication reality 

San Francisco-based re¬ 
searchers Bradford Saget, Ph.D. 
and Steven Scheibel, MD have 
been working with a small num¬ 
ber of patients to try to eradicate 
the virus using aggressive combi¬ 
nation antiretroviral therapy. 
Their first attempt at testing erad¬ 
ication demonstrated the chal¬ 
lenges of eliminating HIV from 
longer-lived cells. One of their pa¬ 
tients was treated with 
AZT/ddl/ddC/interferon-alpha 
for over 80 weeks. 

The patient showed zero viral 
load during the last 30 weeks of 
this period, and at week 78, a 
lymph node biopsy showed nor¬ 
mal architecture and no evidence 
of HIV. The patient was then 
taken off drug therapy and his 
viral load increased dramatically 
(to nearly 100,000 copies/ml in 
approximately five weeks). Com¬ 
bination therapy was reintro¬ 
duced, and the patient’s viral load 
decreased to undetectable levels. 

Drs. Saget and Scheibel now 
believe that undetectable viral 
load and clear lymph node biop¬ 
sies are not sufficient to indicate 
clearance has occurred. Testing to 
prove there is no pro-viral HIV 
DNA, a measure of the virus still 
present in longer-lived cells, will 
also be necessary. Going forward, 
they do not intend to take a pa¬ 
tient off combination therapy 
until the patient has maintained 
zero viral load, shows no evidence 
of HIV in lymph nodes, and con¬ 
sistently tests negative for the 
presence of pro-viral HIV DNA. 

The media-hype suggesting a 
cure will soon be available is dan¬ 
gerous. In recent discussions with

March 1996. 

“He was consistently praised 
for his work and received a raise,” 
said attorney Paul Wotman, whose 
office is handling the litigation. 

But shortly after Therapon 
hired Curtis Dubose as a supervi¬ 
sor, according to the court files, 
Yarbrough became the subject of 
viciously harassing anti-gay dis¬ 
crimination. 

“Three days after Dubose 
began working for Therapon, Du¬ 
bose examined a copy of the Bay 
Area Reporter , a gay newspaper, 
which plaintiff had brought to 
work,” the complaint alleges. 

The contents of the B.A.R. ap¬ 
parently severely distressed Du¬ 
bose, who “thumbed through the 
newspaper” and told Yarbrough 
its contents were “blasphemous,” 
according to the lawsuit. 

“It wasn’t as if it was laying out 
on the coffee table. I just had it at 
my side and when I stood up, he 
picked it up. It was offensive to 
him,” Yarbrough said. 

Dubose wasn’t just disgusted 
with the lesbian and gay 
newsweekly, but expressed grave 
concern for the spiritual condi¬ 
tion of Yarbrough’s soul - and 
said that he needed to “be saved.” 

Dubose then asked Yarbrough 
if he was married - and told him 


that where he came from, men did 
not have body piercings, accord¬ 
ing to Wotman. 

“Yarbrough left the room to 
administer medicine to the 
clients,” Wotman said. “When he 
returned to the room, Dubose 
had his wife on the telephone. 
Dubose held out the phone and 
told Yarbrough that his wife 
wanted to speak to him.” 

In the bizarre conversation 
that followed, Wotman said that 
Dubose’s wife agreed that 
Yarbrough needed to be saved - 
and asked him if he was married. 

“He declined to discuss his 
personal life,” Wotman told the 
B.A.R. “His feeling was that it 
wasn’t anybody’s business 
whether he was gay or bisexual or 
whatever. He wanted to know why 
they were bringing it up and what 
bearing it had on his job.” 

When Yarbrough terminated 
the conversation, Dubose told 
him that he “should be married” 
and “settled down” and that he 
was “lost.” 

‘Suck our cocks’ 

One another occasion, Dubose 
told Yarbrough that it “was against 
the teachings of the Bible” to have 
body piercings and that he would 
“go to hell” unless they were re¬ 
moved. 

According to Wotman, two 
managers for the agency told 
Yarbrough after the incidents that

unteers pooled their talents to 
move the project forward. 

A site was eventually selected, 
and a 99-year renewable lease was 
signed with the city of San Francis¬ 
co and the city’s Recreation and 
Parks Department to maintain the 
grove in perpetuity, Enright said. 
The AIDS Memorial Grove is total¬ 
ly supported by private donations 
and requires no government funds. 

“The groundswell of support 
for the AIDS Memorial Grove 
since its inception in 1989 has been 
tremendous,” Enright said. “Thou¬ 
sands of visitors from around the 
world have journeyed here to 
grieve openly without being stig¬ 
matized. This is not just a place for 
mourning; it is a living and breath¬ 
ing space where people can expe¬ 
rience the pathos of AIDS.” 

Today, the Grove is nearly two- 
thirds complete, and has received 
over $1 million in individual and 
corporate donations and ongoing 
volunteer support. The site, locat¬ 
ed in the heart of the park, boasts 
a number of planted areas in a syl¬ 
van setting known historically as 
de Laveaga Dell. 

Enright said visitors to the Grove 
can wander down a shady wood¬ 
land path dotted with anemones, 


rhododendrons, and Japanese 
maples, meander along a sunlit val¬ 
ley floor bright with the scents and 
colors of wildflowers and perennial 
grasses, or venture up a mossy path 
to a mysterious fern grotto. 

Also in the Grove is the Circle 
of Friends, a paved flagstone cir¬ 
cle inscribed with names of peo¬ 
ple whose lives have been touched 
by AIDS. A fundraising vehicle, 
the Circle of Friends will feature 
2,200 names when completed and 
will have raised an additional $2 
million for the perpetual care of 
the Grove. Enright said space for 
names is still available for a tax- 
deductible donation of $ 1,000 per 
individual name. 

The AIDS Memorial Grove is 
governed by a board of directors 
and administered by a full time 
staff. The Grove is a program of 
the Tides Center, a nonprofit ded¬ 
icated to social justice and stew¬ 
ardship of the natural environ¬ 
ment. Enright said hundreds of 
volunteers spend time at month¬ 
ly Grove “workdays” clearing the 
land, planting new growth. 

The Grove is scheduled to be 
completed in December 1997. ▼

that there is a prevalent feeling 
that HIV will be curable some 
day, so why bother with con¬ 
doms.” We do not have a cure for 
HIV, and we cannot abandon 
safer-sex. In fact, if people do not 
use the new drug regimens cor¬ 
rectly, resistance to the drugs can 
develop and strains of resistant 
virus could be passed. 

Further compounding the 
problem, some people believe that 
having zero viral load makes them 
unable to infect others. In fact, a 
Dutch study showed that viral 
load in blood and viral load in 
semen are not correlated. 

Research over the coming 
months will tell us a lot more 
about the long-term potential for 


eradication. In the meantime, the 
most important implications of 
these eradication theories may be 
for people who are HIV-negative 
and for those who have recently 
seroconverted: 

• Early treatment may make a 
difference in the potential for 
achieving viral clearance. Under¬ 
stand the symptoms of serocon¬ 
version. If you are sexually active, 
frequent testing will reduce the 
time from exposure to beginning 
treatment. If you suspect you are 
seroconverting, get a viral load test 
rather than an HIV antibody test. 

• Drug treatment immediately 
following exposure may be capa¬ 
ble of halting the virus before 
sanctuary sites are seeded. We 
need to consider the potential for 
making combination drug thera¬ 
pies available as a morning-after 
treatment for sexual exposures. ▼ 


Dubose did not believe he was a 
“good role model” for the clients. 

After one of the managers 
grilled him about the copy of the 
Bay Area Reporter - which Du¬ 
bose had denounced as “sinful” - 
Yarbrough was demoted and 
transferred. 

Yarbrough was also banned 
from speaking with any of his for¬ 
mer clients at Brown House or 
any contact with Dubose. A 
month later, he was again trans¬ 
ferred. 

In June 1996, Yarbrough re¬ 
ceived a call on his pager from a 
Therapon co-worker, who left 
him a voice mail message won¬ 
dering when he would “come out¬ 
side and suck our cocks.” When he 
complained about the situation, 
Therapon manager John Harrell 
trivialized the sexual harassment 
and said that “someone was just 
playing around.” 

Sexual harassment in the 
workplace is forbidden under 
California law, and employers are 
required to investigate and initi¬ 
ate disciplinary action about each 
specific allegation of sexually ha¬ 
rassing abuse. 

Shortly after an July incident, 
in which Yarbrough accidentally 
ran into Dubose and clients at a 
gas station and was told by the 
Therapon manager that he should 
“repent and ask God for forgive¬ 
ness,” Yarbrough was fired. 

The case seeks damages for the 
intentional infliction of emotion¬ 
al distress related to the violation 
of state labor laws that forbid 
anti-gay job bias. 

An acting executive director 
told the B.A.R. the allegations are 
not true, and that Yarbrough was 
fired for “lawful cause,” not be¬ 
cause of any issues regarding his 
sexual orientation. ▼

and Castro Lions Club 

. member Richard E. Twining 
died September 23 while vaca¬ 
tioning in Paris, France. 

Twining succumbed to AIDS- 
related complications. He was 53. 

Founder and current president 
of Scenic Hyway Tours, Inc., a bus 
charter company, Twining was a 
long-time bus aficionado and 
served on the boards of the Amer¬ 
ican Bus Association and the Cali¬ 
fornia Bus Association. A member 
of the United Motorcoach Owners 
of America, Twining also served as 
a founding member and president 
of the Pacific Bus Museum. 

Twining was also distinguished 
as a charter member and current 
president of the Castro Lions 
Club, a post he held at the time of 
his death. The first lesbian and gay 
Lions chapter was founded in 
1985. 

“I really don’t know what to 
say about Richard. We’ve all had a 
lot of deaths, but Richard’s has re¬ 
ally hit hard,” said Lion President 
Carl Tebell. “He was a very caring 
and understanding man. He had 
a wonderful sense of humor. He 
loved baseball and he loved foot¬ 
ball. He cared about the commu¬ 
nity. I don’t know what else to say. 

“Richard had a heart of gold.” 

Twining was also a member of 
the Freewheelers Car Club and 


the Log Cabin Republican Club of 
SF, a lesbian and gay political club. 

“Besides his willingness to help 
the community at large, the one 
thing which always impressed me 
the most about Lion Richard was 
his self-confidence in being him¬ 
self to enjoy life,” Lion David 
Baehr said in a recent tribute to 
Twining. 

Twining is survived by his life 
partner Donald E. Gallup, his fa¬ 
ther Wilbur Twining of South 
Lake Tahoe, his sister Sara Liman 
of Ketchum, Idaho, brother 
Charles of Pinecrest, California, 


and an aunt and uncle, Fred and 
Mildred Twining of Orinda, Cali¬ 
fornia. Twining is also survived by 
numerous other relatives and 
friends. 

A memorial service will be 
held in Twining’s honor at the 
Orinda Community Church, 10 
Irwin Way, on Friday, October 
18th at 3 p.m. ▼

DC Quilt March to 
be devoid of 
political speeches, 
say organizers

O rganizers for the 1996 Na¬ 
tional AIDS Candlelight 
March have announced a 
star-studded - and practically 
politics-free - program as part of 
the Saturday, October 12 event in 
conjunction with the display of 
the AIDS Memorial Quilt in 
Washington. The march will be 
led by actress and longtime AIDS 
fundraiser Elizabeth Taylor, fol¬ 
lowing a Congressional Reception 
on Capitol Hill honoring Miss 
Taylor for her contributions to the 
fight against AIDS.

suit). The team practices on Tues¬ 
day evenings and Saturday after¬ 
noons high in the hills of Twin 
Peaks at MacAteer High School. 

If you’ve ever played soccer, 
you know how fun, yet hard, it is. 
First, the tremendous aerobic 
workout of running back and 
forth can take a lot out of you. 
Being articulate with your legs is 
a skill most kids aren’t taught in 
other sports. The dozen players 
had a long workout the day I vis¬ 
ited, and although the sun made 
for good visibility, it can make a 
workout and afternoon game ex¬ 
hausting. Most of the players con¬ 
tinued a friendly banter in a few 
languages, while Carlo shouted 
coaching encouragement. The 
only thing that reminded me this 
is a gay team was the occasional 
campy joke or disco song shouted 
from the field. 

After their big tournament in 
Dallas, the Spikes are hoping 
some new recruits will show up. 
About 30 people are on the team, 
but not all commit to practices 
and games at all times. Players like

Unlike foot¬ 
ball, with all its stops and starts, 
soccer is nearly constant, like the 
blood coursing through the play¬ 
ers’ bodies.

t a small restaurant in 
Milan, at the height of 
World Cup season, I 
watched fascinated while on TV, 
the Roman team played against 
the Parisian team. I was eating 
alone, but the game caught the at¬ 
tention of all the dining cus¬ 
tomers in the restaurant. A couple 
of the men tried to explain, in our 
combination of my lousy Italian 
and their not lousy English, about 
some of the players, and the his¬ 
tory of the rivalry between French

and Italian players. 

In Italy, soccer players 
like Gianluca Vialli are 
stars on the level of Joe 
Montana and Barry 
Bonds. For gay fans, 
fortunately some of 
these guys have been 
caught sunbathing 
nude in one of many 
scandal sheets like Eva Tremila, 
their much more revealing ver¬ 
sion of The Star , or in locker room 
interviews, or even the gay maga¬ 
zine Babilonia. 

Aside from the sexy celebrities, 
what fascinated me was the way il 


calcio (soccer) was more 
pervasive a sport than foot¬ 
ball is in America. Like the 
Catholic church, il calcio is 
the sport of the nation. 
In every park, wher¬ 
ever there was open 
grassy space ragazzi 
belli bounced soccer 
balls on their knees 
and played informal matches. 

Although gaining popularity 
in America, soccer doesn’t have 
the interwoven cultural status of 
other sports. For instance; name 
one soccer player other than Pele. 
Unless you’re a real soccer fan, 
you probably draw a blank. 

As a kid, I wanted to play soc¬ 
cer, but there was no team in our 
small Ohio town. As a grown 
Sagittarian-centaur-former 
dancer-cyclist, I appreciate soccer 
not only for the fact that it moves 
faster than other sports, but un¬ 
like the other ball/stick concepts, 
you use your legs more than any¬ 
thing else. And I am a leg man. 

The San Francisco Spikes are a 
diverse bunch of players, with 
great legs, to be sure. Their head 
coach, Libby Rappolt, is straight, 
and married. She also runs Sunset 
Soccer, a shop devoted to the 
game. Rappolt and the other 
straight members of the team 
enjoy the status of “honorary ho¬ 
mosexuals.” Some of the players 
even bring their kids, who pop 
soccer balls around the perimeter 
of the field. 

The Spikes are one of the top 
teams in the International Gay & 
Lesbian Football Association. 
They’ll be heading to Dallas over 
Halloween weekend for the

difficult under the current system; 
a client might, for example, re¬ 
ceive specialty mental health care 
but no routine dental care. 

She cited the Tom Waddell 
Clinic - which provides health¬ 
care for the homeless and the 
transgender population - as per¬ 
haps the “best example of multi¬ 
disciplinary service provision,” 
and hopes to use such existing 
successes as role models for new 
programs. 

Two AIDS areas 

It is unclear, however, how 
various services related to a spe¬ 
cific illness will remain integrat¬ 
ed. Under the new plan, 
HIV/AIDS-related services, 
which now come under the 


purview of the AIDS Office - in¬ 
cluding direct care and preven¬ 
tion - will be divided into at least 
two separate functional areas. 

Robert Prentice, who will 
oversee the reorganization of the 
Public Health Division, said that 
maintaining a continuity of ser¬ 
vices is a key concern. He stressed 
that there will continue to be a 
point person in charge to ensure 
that treatment, diagnosis, and 
prevention functions related to 
specific diagnoses will continue 
to “hang together.” 

While no specific plan is yet in 
place for the reorganization of the 
AIDS Office, Prentice emphasized 
that HIV services would not be 
fragmented. “If it can’t be done in 
a way that preserves the advan¬ 
tages of the existing system,” he 
said, “it won’t be done.” 

One of Hernandez’s goals is to 
make the DPH more proactive in 


terms of comprehensive preven¬ 
tion - especially in relation to 
mental illness and substance 
abuse - an area where the depart¬ 
ment is now “not as strong as it 
ought to be.” The new DPH must 
be flexible enough that it can 
evolve in response to changing 
healthcare and funding environ¬ 
ments. Mayor Willie Brown feels 
strongly that the system should 
be responsive enough to get 
things done within a reasonable 
period of time (for example, it 
currently takes an average of 255 
days for a contract to work its way 
through the system; Hernandez 
hopes to get this down to 90 days, 
but Brown has recommended a 
turnaround time of 72 hours). 
Hernandez stated that the DPH 
will set systemwide standards of 
care - such as provision of viral 
load testing and protease in¬ 
hibitor drugs - and will hold the 


various parts of the system ac¬ 
countable “by whatever means 
necessary.” 

Hernandez emphasized the 
importance of not losing sight of 
fundamental public health values, 
including the “mission of pro¬ 
viding a safety net for the unin¬ 
sured, the underinsured, and the 
working poor.” Many of the 
clients served by the DPH may 
not be well served by managed 
care systems that focus on cost 
control. She observed that al¬ 
though she hopes the reorganized 
DPH will provide a “more sane 
delivery system that should yield 
better outcomes, it may not be 
less costly.” 

Hernandez stressed that the 
DPH will continue to be a “strong 
advocate” for healthcare access 
for immigrants. 

According to Hernandez, the 
view of public health must inte¬ 


grate mental and physical health 
and must be expanded to include 
issues that strongly impact health 
such as housing, violence, and 
poverty. The “new world organi¬ 
zation” will need to look at coop¬ 
eration with academic institu¬ 
tions, community-based organi¬ 
zations, and philanthropic foun¬ 
dations, as well as public/private 
partnerships in the provision of 
healthcare. The DPH will work 
closely with other city agencies 
such as the Fire Department, the 
Police Department, and the De¬ 
partment of Public Works. Deal¬ 
ing with the current welfare re¬ 
forms will require a citywide 
strategy, she said, and “no one de¬ 
partment can do it alone.” 

Mayor Brown was scheduled 
to hold an emergency meeting 
with department heads the same 
day to begin to discuss these is¬ 
sues. T

that business moves out, the new 
regulations should be followed by 
the new business,” Katz said. 

The supervisor has also asked 
the city attorney to prepare legis¬ 
lation to prevent bars and restau¬ 
rants from expanding by taking 
over a neighborhood business that 
is not a bar or restaurant in neigh¬ 
borhoods with restrictions on the 
number of bars and restaurants, 
such as the Castro. 


“Regulations already exist that 
limit the number of restaurants 
and bars in the Castro to ensure 
that the neighborhood has a 
healthy mix of businesses,” Katz 
said. “If a restaurant or bar ex¬ 
pands by taking over the space oc¬ 
cupied by another business that is 
not a restaurant or bar, it defeats 
the purpose of the current rule.” 

Define ‘fast’ food 

Finally, Katz requested a 
change in the definition of fast 
food establishment currently used 
by the planning department in de¬ 


termining whether a restaurant re¬ 
ceives a permit, to include restau¬ 
rants that operate just like fast 
food restaurants, except that they 
bring food to the table. 

She said that it now appears 
that a company can get around the 
ban on fast food restaurants sim¬ 
ply by bringing food to the cus¬ 
tomer. 

“This is the case even though 
only plastic utensils are provided 
and the food is served on disposable 
dishes or in disposable wrappers,” 
Katz said. “It is important that we 
close this apparent loophole to en¬ 


sure that fast food restaurants do 
not move into neighborhoods 
where they are banned.” 

The wording of the definition 
needs to be changed, she added, to 
make sure the ban on fast food 
restaurants is effective. 

“Otherwise, any fast food 
restaurant would be able to move 
into the Castro,” Katz said. 

With the gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgender community cen¬ 
ter that is planned for Market and 
Octavia streets, Katz said she be¬ 
lieves the retail area of the Castro 
can be expanded in the direction 


of the center, providing an even 
greater variety of services to the 
neighborhood. 

However, she said the changes 
she has proposed are needed to 
tighten regulations so that the 
planning goals established by the 
neighborhood actually happen. 

“These steps will help ensure 
that neighborhoods throughout 
the city can keep the diverse array 
of businesses that residents need,” 
Katz said. “Besides, we have way 
too much style to sit back and 
allow a bunch of neon-lit ham¬ 
burger joints to fill the Castro.” T

a spokesperson that personnel is¬ 
sues are confidential, but then said 
that Leos had “performance is¬ 
sues,” and that his grievances were 
excessive around union contract 
negotiation periods. 

Polzoni said Leos’s supervisor 
did not illegally tape-record their 
conversation, and denied that she 
claimed to have done so. 

Because registered nurses are 
licensed by the State of California, 
complaints against a practitioner 
are investigated by the State Board 
of Registered Nursing. Nursing li¬ 
censes can be suspended or re¬ 
voked, or other sanctions can be 
taken, if such complaints are 
founded. 

Violation of HIV confidential¬ 
ity is a crime in the state of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

The incident is not the first in 
a series to hit the Catholic Health 
Care West medical conglomera¬ 
tion, which operates both St. 
Francis Hospital and St. Mary’s 
Medical Center. 

Last April, a worker with HIV 
who was terminated from em¬ 
ployment at the hospital was es¬ 
corted from the property by secu¬ 
rity guards who donned gloves 
during the incident. 

A St. Mary’s gay employees 
group was also discouraged from 
marching in June’s annual gay 
pride event by officials of the cor¬ 
poration. ▼

Filmmaker Marc 
Huestis prepares 
for 'Another 
Goddamn Benefit' 


Show business is in Marc Huestis’ blood. 
His father was one of the first videotape edi¬ 
tors at NBC, where he worked at political con¬ 
ventions, for Johnny Carson, and on the ’60s 
discotheque revue, Hullabaloo. His mother, a 
conservative Lithuanian emigrant housewife, 
changed gears and became a professional strip¬ 
per in 1964 when Marc was nine years old. 

“She stripped in New York,” Huestis told me 
in a recent interview, “until she got older and 
haggier and moved on to strip in New Jersey 
— which is not a good place to be.” Laughing, 
he added, “my work reflects both ends of the 
gene pool.” 

One of San Francisco’s best-known gay 
filmmakers, the 41-year-old Huestis’ latest ef¬ 
fort is Another Goddamn Benefit, a behind-the- 
scenes look at the local benefits Huestis has 
been associated with oyer the last 20 years. 
From a 1977 Gay Community Center film- 
completion fundraiser to his recent Castro 
Theatre galas featuring old movies and faded 
movie stars, Benefit traces the evolution of a 
community’s willingness to take care of its 
own. 

The result is an entertaining, poignant mix¬ 
ture of talking head reminiscences and hilari¬ 
ous drag bits from stars like Silvana Nova, 
Bambi Lake, Miss X, Justin Bond, and the 
queen of them all, the late Doris Fish. It’s a film 
about relatively small benefits in relatively 
small San Francisco that Huestis has con-

The decline of gay culture 

“We’re Here! We’re Queer! 
Let’s Get Coffee!” is the title of a 
recent New York magazine article 
by Daniel Mendelsohn, who’s 
making a career out of trashing 
homo culture in Manhattan rags 
and mags. He gets off quite a few 
zingers bemoaning how the ’80s 
edge of urban gay culture, typified 
by the Act-Up of yore, is missing 
from queer life today. 

One focus is on gay media: 
“The happeningest gay magazine 
[now] isn’t the abrasive Outweek , 
but the glossy ‘lifestyle’ publica¬ 
tion Out — dismissed by one 
publishing type as ‘the in-flight 
magazine of gay culture.’” 

As for Act-Up, he brands it 
anachronistic and quotes Village 
Voice AIDS reporter Mark 
Schoofs as finding the group’s 
demonstration at the recent Van¬ 


couver AIDS conference “a bit of 
an embarrassment ... no one 
would even stop walking when 
Act-Up appeared. It might as well 
have been a car alarm on a New 
York street.” 

According to Mendelsohn, 
“Act-Up’s demise suggests how 
much gay edge depends on a 
straight center. Without the latter, 
gay sensibility curdles into 
kitsch. ... [B]ig Holly¬ 
wood productions — 
To Wong Foo and, 
more recently, The 
Birdcage — have 
been seen inside the 
gay community as tri¬ 
umphant incursions 
by gay sensibility 
into a once-pro- 
hibitive main¬ 
stream; but what 
they really repre¬ 
sent is the ultimate in the taming 
of the vivifyingly gay shrew.” 

Odes to Newt, 

Strom and Rush 

The article also rues that the 
’60s-edgy The Boys in the Band — 
which despite its flaws did try to 
preach self-esteem — hath 
wrought in the ‘90s the “tooth¬ 
lessly nice” Party. If the fluffy new 
revue When Pigs Fly hadn’t just 
opened in Manhattan, it probably 
would have gotten raked over the 
coals, too, but it’s a silly must-see 
— Beach Blanket- wacky costumes 
and clever songs (including a 
droopy queen’s odes to Newt 
Gingrich, Strom Thurmond, 
and Rush Limbaugh). But only 
when it’s on sale at Time Square’s 
half-price ticket booth, as it often 
is because it isn’t “crossing over” 
that much. (Too gay?) 

Stryking back 

Well, all may not be lost. There 
is an alternaqueer culture out 


For a first outing, Sizeable’s 
playing was surprisingly tight. 
The set’s hit was “Chicken Bone,” 
about a guy working out at the 
gym who’s fantasizing that Jeff 
Stryker is waiting at home to be 
of service.

Severe, queer, 
and updated 

It’s hard to believe that Betty 
and Pansy's Severe Queer Review of 
San Francisco is now in its fifth 
edition — we assumed they’d ei¬ 
ther be in jail by now or the vic¬ 
tims of a Bruce Bawer-inspired 
gay hit squad. B&P decided to 
stop self-publishing, but Cleis 
hasn’t toned the gals down. “Peo¬ 
ple buy our book to get laid,” says 
Betty (a.k.a.

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Subpar subversives 

'Red Hollywood' series more histrionics than history

Bette Davis and Humphrey Bogart in Marked Woman. 


he backlash against Holly¬ 
wood “subversives” that 
peaked with the blacklist of 
the 1950s has usually been treated 
as an historical and political phe¬ 
nomenon, the central focus being 
the nefarious activities of the red¬ 
baiting House UnAmerican Activ¬ 
ities Committee (HUAC) and the 
psychology of the major players 
— both the “friendly” witnesses, 
like Elia Kazan, who denounced 
their peers as communists, and 
those like Abe Polonsky, Dalton 
Trumbo, Ring Lardner, Jr., and 
Lester Cole, who refused to coop¬ 
erate and were jailed and then 
booted out of Hollywood. 

Little attempt has been made, 
however, to critically assess the 
films made by the blacklist vic¬ 
tims as a totality. Despite the no¬ 
toriety of their creators, many of 
these films have been dismissed 
by critics as insignificant and of 
far less interest than the political 


machinations of the period in 
which they were created. There 
are a few exceptions: Body and 
Soul, directed by informer Robert 
Rossen and written by Polonsky, 
is widely considered a classic, as is 
Polonsky’s first directorial effort, 
Force of Evil. The PFA’s new series, 
“Red Hollywood,” is a rare at¬ 
tempt to assemble works by polit¬ 
ically radical screenwriters and di¬ 
rectors to show how they were 
able to influence the social climate 
by introducing elements of social 
realism and leftist thought into 
the so-called Hollywood dream 
machine. The implication is that 
the blacklist, in squelching at¬ 
tempts to expand the social dia¬ 
logue, deprived the culture of 
both political progress and great 
works of cinematic art that might 
have come from those who left 
the country (Joesph Losey), were 
forced to use “fronts” (Alvah 
Bessie), were ruined as artists (Lee 
J. Cobb), or died as a result of the 
pressures to implicate others 
(John Garfield). 


This approach is based on sev¬ 
eral questionable assumptions. 
The first is that Hollywood films 
lacked progressive content before 
people like Lillian Heilman and 
Dalton Trumbo arrived. Anyone 
familiar with pre-Code cinema 
(and later) knows this is not the 
case. The documentary Red Hol¬ 
lywood that accompanies the PFA 
series sweepingly dismisses the 
1930s as a period of “optimistic 
gloss,” and cites Marked Woman 
(1937) as an example of proto¬ 
feminism injected into a melo¬ 
dramatic structure by the screen¬ 
writer, leftist Robert Rossen. But 
there are many female-centered 
works that predate and surpass 
this film in their feminist and 
even collectivist elements, the 
greatest perhaps being Gregory La 
Cava’s Stage Door (1937), whose 
brand of stylish realism paints a 
much subtler picture of the plight 
of a group of struggling women 
than the schematic and pre¬ 
dictable Marked Woman. The as¬ 
sertion in Red Hollywood that “in 


most films of the ’30s, women 
were prizes” is a vast oversimplifi¬ 
cation intended to bolster the 
achievements of the casualties of 
the blacklist. 

Another problematic aspect of 


Red Hollywood and the series is the 
idea that the loss of the “Holly¬ 
wood Ten” and others as the result 
of the blacklist turned movies in 
this decade into a brainless string 
of flicks about housewives in high 
heels, a switch from anti- to pro¬ 
business attitudes, and out-of-con- 
trol consumerism. It’s surely a mis¬ 
take to ignore the heavily rebel¬ 
lious aspects of this decade, both in 
society (the first rumblings of the 
civil rights movement) and in cul¬ 
ture (rock ’n’ roll). Highly com¬ 
mercial filmmakers like Nicholas 
Ray (Bigger Than Life, Rebel With¬ 
out A Cause) and Vincente Min¬ 
nelli (Tea and Sympathy, The Cob¬ 
web) used the medium to attack 
bourgeois notions of family and 
even gender strictures. 

Often held up as the perfect 
example of the socially conscious 
film, Paul Jarrico’s Salt of the Earth 
(1953) is a textbook case of the 
pitfalls of cinematic agitprop. This 
low-budget black-and-white film 
tells the story of a miners’ strike in 
New Mexico. The film moves me¬ 
thodically through its paces, rely¬ 
ing on the striking faces of its cast 
to energize a predictable narrative 
in which dialogue is closer to 
speechmaking and the actors 
never stray far from the cardboard 
from which they are cut. 

A serious, sometimes brilliant 
director like Joseph Losey is the 
paradigmatic filmmaker whose 
personal life was nearly destroyed 
by communist witchhunting. He 
flourished as an artist after being 
forced to flee the country when he 
was subpoenaed by HUAC. In 
England, Losey matured as an 
artist and created what are un¬ 
questionably his greatest works — 
Eve, Accident, and The Servant. 

The films in the “Red Holly¬ 
wood” series range from the pow¬ 
erful (Body and Soul) to the puny 
(the interminable Watch on the 
Rhine). A film like Force of Evil now 
seems weighed down by its long- 
winded speeches, but Losey’s re¬ 
make of Fritz Lang’s M, in spite of 
a certain slackness in the narrative, 
bristles with life in its grim por¬ 
trayal of the child killer. M is in fact 
emblematic of the successes and 
failures of this series. Its most in¬ 
teresting aspects — psychological 
despair and martyrdom — are 
more believable and, thus, germane 
to a discussion of the ’50s than 
blundering attempts to impose so¬ 
cial-realist overlays on history. ▼

he artist biopic is one of cin¬ 
ema’s most difficult genres 
to get right. Many have tried 
but few have succeeded. Vincente 
Minnelli was the first to tackle 
Vincent van Gogh in Lust for Life, 
in 1956. And though Kirk Dou¬ 
glas looked a lot like the mad 
Dutch painter (to say nothing of 
Anthony Quinn as Gauguin), the 
movie was just too Hollywood- 
slick to allow viewers to connect 
with its protagonist. On the other 
hand, when Robert Altman made 
Vincent and Theo 30 years later, 
the result was so bleak as to be 
nauseating. (Still, I consider it the 
most successful artist’s life on film 
ever made.) Artists from Rem¬ 
brandt to Michelangelo, from 
Caravaggio to Basquiat have had 
their lives and work condensed 
into two hours on the silver 
screen, but the sad truth is most 
visual artists simply don’t lead 
very cinematic lives, hence the 
films fall flat. 

Of all artists, Picasso would 
seem a likely subject for high 
drama. Besides being the greatest 
genius of 20th-century art, he was 
also universally acknowledged as 
a shameless, selfish womanizer. 
His various affairs, and their re¬ 
sulting offspring, are well-known. 
Unfortunately, Merchant/Ivory’s 
Surviving Picasso (co-produced by 
David Wolper) is based on Picas¬ 
so: Creator and Destroyer by Ari- 
anna Stassinopoulos Huffington, 
who has had the audacity to tread 
on sacred ground already well- 
covered by many before her. 

Following Huffington’s lead. 
Surviving Picasso (screenplay by 
Ruth Prawer Jhabvala) is the Jack¬ 
ie Collins version of Picasso’s life. 
His art is all but ignored, despite 
conscientious efforts on the part 
of the set designer to recreate a 
few Picassoesque works (the film¬ 
makers were not granted access to 
Picasso’s originals so they provid¬ 
ed facsimiles). In a scene typical of 
the film’s priorities, the audience 
looks down on the artist as he 
paints his masterpiece, Guernica, 
from a scaffolding. But we never 
see the painting, and the scene, 
rather than being about the ge- 


Screenwriter Jhabvala and Di¬ 
rector James Ivory make some ec 
centric choices about which of the 
many incidents in Picasso’s life to 
present. There are several com¬ 
pletely superfluous scenes that 
make the film about one reel too 
long: a communist rally in 
Poland, with Picasso as guest 
celebrity; and a visit the protago¬ 
nists make to the studio of Henri 
Matisse. Neither scene, nor one 
involving a car accident, moves 


the action along; in fact they come 
close to stopping it dead. 

Luciana Arrighi’s production 
design is impeccable. The scenes 
that come to life in Surviving Pi¬ 
casso owe something to her keen 
eye and attention to detail, in par¬ 
ticular a stunning flashback of 
Olga’s life as a young dancer with 
the Ballets Russes, a surreal dinner 
party aboard a rolling boat, and a 
day at the circus in the south of

nius of painting, becomes a back¬ 
drop for a cat fight between two 
of Picasso’s women on the floor 
below him. 

Sir Anthony Hopkins’ Picasso, 
like his Nixon, proves once again 
that the actor’s reach frequently 
exceeds his grasp. Hopkins very 
rarely overcomes the inherent 
limitations of his appearance, 
and, in spite of brown contact 
lenses and a trimmed-down 
physique that makes him approx¬ 
imately Picasso-sized, the actor’s 
body language (thoroughly 
British) keeps him from inhabit¬ 
ing his part completely. His pecu¬ 
liar and inconsistent accent does¬ 
n’t help. It is sometimes the all- 
Welsh Hopkins and sometimes a 
sort of clipped English, like that of 
a Spaniard with a perfect com¬ 
mand of a foreign language. Hop¬ 
kins’ Picasso physically resembles 
the fiery artist only in a few 
scenes, when he clowns with his 
children, or, with a flower behind 
his ear, mocks the “girlie” talk of 
competing women. 

Surviving Picasso boasts a 
stunning array of wives and 
lovers. At the core of the plot of 
multiple love triangles is Natascha 
McElhone’s radiant and spirited 
Francoise Gilot, who overcomes 


all of her rivals, as well as her 
lover ? s indifference. She is the 
perky survivor of the film’s title, 
and her competition makes Dy¬ 
nasty look like a fairy tale. In a pa¬ 
rade that borders on Felliniesque, 
we are introduced to the mad 
Olga (Jane Lapotaire); the angry 
Dora Maar (played by the amaz¬ 
ing — and almost unrecognizable 
— Julianne Moore); and the love 
slaves Marie-Therese (Susannah 
Harker) and Jacqueline Roque 
(Diana Venora).

Raised in Bethpage, Long Is¬ 
land, Huestis came to San Fran¬ 
cisco on the Green Tortoise (the 
cross-country, counter-culture 
Greyhound bus) in the early ’70s, 
after dropping out of New York 
State University at Binghamton, 
where he studied theatre. In San 
Francisco he performed with the 
avant-garde theatrical group, The 
Angels of Light, until, playing an 
alcoholic chanteuse, he acciden¬ 
tally beaned an audience member 
with a bottle. Realizing that per¬ 
forming wasn’t his forte, Huestis 
moved on to City College to study 
film. He was instantly hooked. 

After several short Films that 
screened at the first San Francisco 
Gay Film Festival (he was a co¬ 
founder of the event, now the 
biggest and oldest of its kind in 
the world), he directed his first 
feature, 1984’s Whatever Hap¬ 
pened to Susan June?, the satirical 
story of a small town girl’s move 
to wild and crazy pre-AIDS San 
Francisco. Chuck Solomon: Com¬ 
ing of Age, a documentary about 
the late San Francisco theater di¬ 
rector who died of AIDS, fol¬ 
lowed in 1987. In 1989 he direct¬ 
ed Men in Love. His biggest com¬ 
mercial success was Sex Is ... 
(1992), a documentary in which 
a broad range of gay men discuss 
their sexuality. It made more than 
a million dollars, a remarkable 
sum for a film made on a $40,000 
budget. 

Over the last year, Huestis, 
along with Sex Is ... co-producer 
Lawrence Helman, have produced 
several successful film revivals at 
the Castro Theatre hosted by tal¬ 
ents from the films themselves, 
The Poseidon Adventure (Carol 


It was so upsetting cutting this 
piece. I was sitting in the editing 
room alone thinking there are so 
many dead people.

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No shrinking violet 

Coming out to grandma not so bad

f some Hollywood screen¬ 
writer had created Bubbeh 
Lee, a feisty, warm-hearted 87- 
year-old Jewish grandmother 
whose twin passions are her 
grandchildren and shopping, he’d 
probably be charged with stereo¬ 
typing. But Bubbeh Lee is no 
Hollywood creation, she’s the 
real-life grandmother of local gay 
filmmaker Andy Abrahams Wil¬ 
son and the subject of his sweet, 
modest 35-minute “video diary,” 
Bubbeh Lee and Me, which airs 
throughout October on HBO. 
With Camcorder in hand, Wilson 
visited Bubbeh Lee at her West 
Palm Beach apartment during 
Rosh Hashana last year. The goal 
of the trip, as he explains at the 
beginning of the film, was to bet¬ 
ter “understand what draws me to 
my grandmother and what it is 
she has passed on to me.” 


Wilson feels one of the ways 
his Polish immigrant grandmoth¬ 
er inspired him most was in her 
ability to always be true to herself. 
“Bubbeh Lee was a natural at 
standing out in a crowd without 
even thinking about censoring 
herself — a good example for 
someone used to living in clos¬ 
ets,” Wilson says at one point. For 
an elderly woman from the old 
country, she proves to be fairly 
open-minded about homosexu¬ 
ality. She admits to “tearing up” 
when Wilson first told her about 
his gayness, but she has slowly 
come to accept it. There’s a 
touching moment in the film 
when she says simply of his sexu¬ 
ality, “It just doesn’t matter to me 
anymore.” 

This visit with Bubbeh Lee 
isn’t, however, all heart-to-heart 
talks and warm hugs. Wilson 
shows his grandmother’s cantan¬ 
kerous side as well, most hilari¬ 
ously in a series of trips to the su¬ 


permarket, where we see Bubbeh 

— dressed in Capri pants and 
custard-colored wig — charging 
down aisles, manhandling ba¬ 
nanas, and barging into an “em¬ 
ployees only” area to demand 73 
cents back on a bag of rotten 
peaches. Later, when she de¬ 
scribes herself as always having 
been a bit aggressive, you can 
only laugh at the understatement. 

When compared to Com¬ 
plaints of a Dutiful Daughter , an¬ 
other recent documentary that 
explored a familial bond from the 
perspective of a gay filmmaker, 
Bubbeh Lee and Me has little dra¬ 
matic weight. It does, however, 
have plenty of sweetness and 
humor. If you have a Jewish 
grandmother — or just know one 

— it’s required viewing. ▼

done, it’s hard to get money. When 
ITVS (Independent Television 
Service) made its PBS AIDS series 
(Absolutely Positive: Life With HIV) 
they contacted me. I sent them my 
stuff and they said it doesn’t rep¬ 
resent the “proper balance.” I asked 
them if it was because I’m a white 
gay man, and they said, “We don’t 
want to say that.” So they finally 
hired a Latina lesbian, and I called 
her up and she said, “I don’t care, 
it’s just a job.” So, great, you’re 
gonna have people who are com¬ 
pletely dispassionate doing this 
kind of work when I have been 
making films about HIV since 
1986 and have been living with 
HIV since then. 

What do you think about the lat¬ 
est wave of queer films? 

Big gay films, like Jeffrey , lack the 
passion that independent films 
have, or used to have. Even the 
ones that have some passion are 
geared to a market, which is dif¬ 
ferent from a filmmaker making a 
film because the filmmaker “had 
to make this film.” It’s all about 
what the audience wants to. see. It 
seems you just have to throw in a 
shirtless guy or a lesbian with a 
nipple ring and you sell out the 
fucking house. It’s depressing. 

But what about Sex Is ...? 

I guess I can’t complain about the 
shirtless guys because we put a 
naked guy on every goddamn 
poster we could, but that film 
wasn’t made just to make money. 
I made it because I felt it needed 
to be made. I wanted to be as un¬ 
compromising as possible. The 
subject matter demanded to go to 
a certain level. Now it seems to be 
the reverse, people make movies 
because of the market. Lie Down 
With Dogs is a perfect example — 
it’s a perfectly mediocre film, yet 
it was finished by Miramax. You 
can practically see the gay person 
at Miramax saying “put in some 
more underwear scenes,” or, “I 
don’t see enough box or butt.” 
We’ve gotten to this level of such 
fucking immaturity that we can’t 
go see anything unless there’s a 
goddamn naked body in it. I’m 
looking back on the days of Boys

in the Band with nostalgia be¬ 
cause, as loathsome as some of 
that is, at least it touched on 
something that was really hap¬ 
pening within ourselves. 

If you had an unlimited budget 
what film would you like to 
make? 


I would love to do a Biblical epic. 
At one point I wanted to do Sa¬ 
lome with Justin Bond as Salome 
and Lypsinka as Herodias. I grew 
up on Biblical epics. 

What keeps you going? 

I have no idea. Most filmmakers 
don’t have longevity. A few do — 


Rob Epstein, Jeffrey Friedman 
(The Celluloid Closet). But not 
many people keep doing it. I was 
thinking about Peter Adair the 
other day, thinking how his life 
went by so quickly. One of the 
reasons I wanted to do retrospec¬ 
tives is to figure out how I got 
where I am. I don’t want to sound 
old fogeyish, but there is an im¬ 
portance to history. It’s always 
good to know where you’ve been 
and where you’re going. 

What is your next film about, and 
why did you make it? 

It’s called Life Begins at 40 and I’ve 
been shooting it for the past two 


years all over the place, from Mex¬ 
ico to Berlin to San Francisco. The 
film explores how people deal 
with the ages they’re at. I’ve inter¬ 
viewed everyone from an eight- 
year-old to an 88-year-old con¬ 
centration camp survivor in 
Berlin. It’s also about television’s 
obsession with age, Tummy 
Tucks, face creams, etc. The film 
definitely has a gay bent but it 
goes beyond a gay perspective. I’m 
excited about it but I’ve not been 
. able to sit down and edit it be¬ 
cause I have to deal with my day- 
to-day financial survival. I hope 
my participation in the Berlin 
Film Festival will spark an interest 
in this work. T

‘Jaimie Brown’: 
Feydeauian whimsy

A ne reason why I like a rep 
company like ACT is that 
over the seasons you get to 
grow with the actors. One reason 
why I like a conservatory attached 
to a rep company is that it lets you 
start watching those actors when 
they’re young. With the production 
of a hip comedy by Lynne Alvarez, 
eight recent graduates of ACT’s 
Advanced Training Program have 
a proper showcase in which to dis¬ 
play their youthful, hardly incon¬ 
siderable, talents. Deftly performed 
and expertly directed by Margo 
Whitcomb, The Reincarnation of 
Jaimie Brown is a nimble couple 
hours of laughs, an assortment of 
wackily skewed glances at the 
forces of desire, the mechanics of 
love, and the humbling lows and 
happy highs brought on by the 
fluctuations of hope. 

Jaimie Brown is a romantic ■ 
young girl who makes a living on 
the streets of New York City sell¬ 
ing improvised poetry. Along her 
way she befriends an aspiring 
rock star and a gay street juggler. 
Their lives are confused in a big 
way by one Wilson Meredith, a 
bereaved millionaire who is 
searching for the reincarnation of 
his son, who committed suicide in 
a crisis over his gay identity. Add 
to this potent brew Wilson’s do¬ 
mestic staff, a horny, bisexual hus¬ 
band and his jealous, plotting 
wife; and Sammy and Hughie, the 
identical twin Hindu mystics Wil¬ 
son has hired to find his son’s 
reincarnation, and you have Fey¬ 
deau-flavored whimsy. 

The Reincarnation of Jaimie 
Brown has sporadic moments of 
earnestness which give pause to 
the merriment, but, thankfully, 
don’t outweigh the play’s 
provocative folly. High comedy 
prevails, underscored by the nu¬ 
merous comic details of director. 
Whitcomb’s work. The cast is ex¬ 
cellent. One relished the false 
bravado of Laura Porio’s poetess, 
the lunatic shine in the eyes of 
Gregory Ivan Smith’s juggler 
when he falls in love, the insinu¬ 
ating horniness of Jeffrey Dean’s 


butler, and, best of all, the droll 
hilarity of Elizabeth Eidenberg 
and Don Speziale as the Hindu 
twins — think of Akbar and Jeff 
in Matt Groening’s Life in Hell. 

While the farcical play hardly 
claims to be realistic, and there¬ 
fore doesn’t illuminate its gay 
characters, their easy presence 
and the knowing glance paid their 
insights and reactions reflect gay 


life with uncliched freshness. ▼

There is much to look at in 
Surviving Picasso — Paris in the 
rain, the Midi in the sunshine, and 
more. These are the richly tex¬ 
tured haunts that Merchant and 
Ivory create better than anyone.

given in the world, in nature, in 
living, and in dying. 

In addition to the book, a film 
and a web page are currently in 
production, virtually assuring 
that the recognition Jerome so 
richly deserves may expand be¬ 
yond anything he knew in his life¬ 
time. “There always was a Jerome 
cult,” says Avena. Still, he express¬ 
es some regrets: “Sometimes the 
larger institutions will overlook 
important artists in their own 
backyards.” 

Klein and Avena are to be 
praised for breathing new life into 
the art of Jerome. Their book is a 
treasure.

for his art because his expansive 
vision perceived beauty in all 
things. His art remains an aston¬ 
ishingly shameless and unflinch¬ 
ing exploration of himself and his 
world. 

Jerome’s art pushes the enve¬ 
lope with visceral, often homo¬ 
erotic images. While several of his 
pieces are in the permanent col¬ 
lections of the San Francisco Mu¬ 
seum of Modern Art, the New 
York Public Library, and the 
Smithsonian Institution, this is 
not the sort of stuff the NEA is 
eager to showcase in its annual 
budget request to Congress. 

One of Jerome’s most breath¬ 
taking works is Bozo Fucks Death 
(1988), painted with nail polish 
on a plastic tray in the box office 
of the Lumiere Theater, where 
Jerome and Klein worked togeth¬ 
er. Klein, who says it was perhaps 
the first painting Jerome ever sold, 
purchased it for $50. Painted 
shortly after Jerome tested HIV¬ 
positive, the work employs sever¬ 
al icons that would appear in 
many of his later works, including 
the leering clown face (an Every¬ 
man association); fruit bowl (ho¬ 
mosexuality); and the crucifix, 
here' clutched in the bony hands 
of the skeleton while the Virgin 
Mary looks on. 

“Pornography doesn’t exist,” 
Jerome is quoted in the book. “It’s 
either work worth looking at or 
not.” 

Brought up Greek Orthodox 
Catholic, the skinny runt in a litter 
of 11, Jerome loved to blend and 
interchange the sacred and the pro¬ 
fane. He eventually abandoned the 


Avena and Klein’s text, which 
received the artist’s blessing before 
he died, offers many wonderful 
anecdotes from Jerome’s life, as 
well as fascinating insights into 
the workings of an artist’s devel¬ 
oping genius. The book is an ex¬ 
ploration of his work’s potential

Choosing from more than 
2,000 works, Jerome personally 
approved 39 of the 46 pieces 
beautifully reproduced in Jerome: 
After the Pageant, the newly re¬ 
leased collection of Jerome Caja’s 
work assembled by editors Adam 
Klein and Thomas Avena. 

Klein and Avena began work¬ 
ing on the book with Jerome 
about a year and a half before the 
artist’s death last November from 
AIDS at the age of 37. “We want¬ 
ed very much for this to come out 
when he was alive,” Klein recently 
told the Bay Area Reporter. Klein 
and Avena experienced great diffi¬ 
culty finding financial backing for 
the project, so they ultimately 
formed Bastard Books and pub¬ 
lished it themselves. 

An icon of the underground 
club scene of San Francisco in the 
late ’80s and early ’90s, Jerome be¬ 
came an inspirational symbol of 
artistic freedom. Indeed, he lived 
his iconographic art. Many ad¬ 
mired the androgynous waif who 
go-go danced on a box or mud- 
wrestled in high heels at Club 
Uranus, unaware of his true voca¬ 
tion. Even before HIV began 
wasting away his already svelte 
frame, Jerome’s look was way 
ahead of its time. 

A graduate of the San Francis¬ 
co Art Institute, Jerome produced 
art prodigiously. If he hadn’t, it is 
likely the artist would have been 
overcome by the demons he 
trapped so memorably on canvas 
using tip trays and bottlecaps, nail 
polish, fingernails, human ashes, 
dental floss and just about any¬ 
thing else he could find. To 
Jerome, everything could be used 


faith, did a stint teaching arts and 
crafts to retired nuns, and later 
went through a period as a born- 
again Christian. Ultimately he had 
no use for a church that abandoned 
him because of his sexuality.

Eat the beat 


“TELL ME ABOUT YOUR FIRST TIME’’

Posters announce 6 Gallery poet¬ 
ry readings and happenings, vit- 
rines display beat journals, and 
first editions of Naked Lunch and 
other landmark books. A record 
jacket by Wallace Berman exalts 
bebop jazz and “all the stars of the 
new movement.” The show is a 
sort of collage of these diverse 
media, and collage is one of the 
major Beat forms, from Jess’ 
phantasmagorias to Bruce Con¬ 
ner’s and George Herms’ amalga¬ 
mated sculptures. 

Over it all looms DeFeo’s great 
The Rose, as much a totem object 
as a painting, so well lit in the de 
Young installation that it seems to 
exude a spiritual glow. DeFeo’s 
human-scaled divinity is itself 
portrayed in art. Its history in¬ 
cludes a walled-up stint at the San 
Francisco Art Institute, which was 
home to some of these players. 

Ginsberg’s photos are great, 
their poetic captions and candid 
portraits go a long way toward de¬ 
scribing these circles of charac¬ 
ters. They also add to the queer 
ambiance of the show, which is 
very (at least male homosexual) 
gay. Ginsberg, Burroughs, Dun¬ 
can, LaVigne, Jess, Broughton, 
O’Hara, Spicer, Rivers, Norse... it’s 
great to see queer sexuality cele¬ 
brated in a mainstream museum 
way. Even some of the straight 
men slept around. 

Los Angeles, New York City, 
San Francisco are the three arenas. 
SF is cast in a Beat romantic light, 
and the installation at the de 


Young, which fills out the Whit¬ 
ney show, does its hometown 
proud. 

What’s odd about the show is 
its insistence on linking just about 
every avant-garde movement in 
the ’50s with the Beat circles, in¬ 
terlinked groups of friends. Every¬ 
one from Willem de Kooning to 
Franz Kline is represented. While 
it’s easy to see links with Pollock, 
the spirit of Beat, with its insis¬ 
tence on including marginal con¬ 
tent, is more closely mirrored in 
Pop Art, which was to follow. It’s 
as if curator Lisa Phillips were 
working toward some sort of Uni¬ 
fied Theory of Avant-Garde Art, 
but truly the Abstract Expression¬ 
ist crowd— macho, heroic 
poseurs— were no Beats. 

The media is routinely chided 
for picking up the bongos and 
goatees and running with them, 
making beatniks from Beat. But 
that’s partly a tribute to the genius 
of the Beat artists, who created 
work which was, after all, Ameri¬ 
can, and a natural for Life maga¬ 
zine and TV. That’s another rea¬ 
son the museum show works so 
well. If “Beat Culture and the New 
America” isn’t the ultimate star 
treatment, beats me what is. ▼

^ he popular conception of 
Beat artists and writers is of 
antiestablishment types 
who dropped out of society and 
into bebop and psychedelics, road 
trips and head trips. In fact, as 
“Beat Culture and the New Amer¬ 
ica: 1950-1965,” the Beat move¬ 
ment exhibition now at the de 
Young Memorial Museum makes 
clear, the Beats not only were en¬ 
gaged with the great social issues 
of their day, they helped decide 
them. Freedom of expression, 
artistic and sexual, is what writers 
Allen Ginsberg, William S. Bur¬ 
roughs, and Jack Kerouac were 
(are) all about. Meanwhile, 
women artists Jay DeFeo, Joan 
Brown and Carolee Schneemann 
presaged the feminist art of the 
70s. The great poem Howl was a 
reaction against McCarthyism, 
conventionality, and the ever-pre¬ 
sent threat of the Bomb. 

The Beats changed forever the 
tenor of American arts and letters. 
Those who came after them ex¬ 
plored, as a whole generation, 
their ideas on mind-altering 
drugs, the sexual revolution, gay 
liberation, and challenges to the 
prevailing authorities. The Beats 
explored Eastern religions and 
Zen and used them as a philoso¬ 
phy for their art, dance, music and 
poetry. Just as importantly, they 
recognized the vitality and genius 
in African-American culture, ap¬ 
propriating its lingo, the rhythms 
and beat of jazz, as well as its spir¬ 
it of improvisation. It’s hard to 
imagine American culture— by 
now, world culture— without 
these crucial cognitive leaps. 
Ginsberg reminded us again in 
the local press last week of the 
centrality of black music and art 
not only in America, but for East¬ 
ern Europe. 

The Beat show is in the block¬ 
buster more-is-more mode, con¬ 
sisting not only of paintings, 
sculpture, photographs and draw¬ 
ings, but also manuscripts, 
posters, and films. The first draft 
of Ginsberg’s Howl, Kerouac’s On 
the Road typed on a teletype 
scroll, Burroughs cut-ups, and 
Gregory Corso notebooks are fas¬ 
cinating and important artifacts.

was seventeen when pornog¬ 
raphy first slammed my sens- 
S es. I hadn’t prepared myself. It 
was November 1983, and I’d ar¬ 
rived at a friend’s election party in 
skinny tie, scarlet pants, bowling 


shoes — “punk,” as yokels in my 
minuscule Kansas town termed it. 
Inside, twelve females and males 
huddled unchaperoned around a 
TV. The hostess had strategically 
placed vodka and scotch amid the 
card table’s bowls of popcorn, 
cashews, cinnamon bears, and ice 
cubes molded into tiny donkey 
and elephant heads. Since no one 
cared about the election results, 
between updates we’d press the 
Play button on the absent parents’ 
VCR. There it was, porn, scenes 
from a videotape a sandy-haired 
boy had rented. After a few min¬ 
utes, most of the males present 
had centered pillows in their laps, 
or swiveled to lie on the carpet. 

That porn film became the 
room’s volcano. We were stunned 
and burned by it, but helplessly 
immobile. Everyone fell silent, or, 
rather, the occasional laugh or 
crass opinion went unheard. I 
couldn’t help but focus on one 
actor’s penis. It seemed massive, 
unreal. The actress, Marilyn 
Chambers, stretched out on a 
pool table, leaned her head over 
its edge and planted the cock in 


her mouth. “Damn,” someone 
said, “you can see it in her throat.” 
The girls oohed and yucke d, but I 
pressed my pillow closer. I felt I’d 
been punched between the eyes, 
over and over. Would anyone no¬ 
tice I was aiming my attention on 
the actor instead of Ms. Cham¬ 
bers? After he came on her face, 
someone’s finger stabbed the Stop 
button. We saw the latest precinct 
figures for Rice County, and I 
knew I’d returned to reality, to 
small-town Midwest teenage life, 
where tangible flesh-to-flesh con¬ 
tact didn’t exist. 

Later, home past curfew, I 
grappled with what I remembered 
of that flurry of sucking and fuck¬ 
ing, those tits and cocks and 
cunts. I tiptoed through the living 
room. There, in a buttery vee of 
lamplight, I saw my mother, wait¬ 
ing up for me in the antique rock¬ 
er she’d recently upholstered. The 
scotch glass glittered in her hand, 
resembling something pulled 
from a treasure chest. “You’re 
late,” she said. 

I knew my mother would in¬ 
quire about the party. Half of me 


accomplices’ reactions, the way I 
dwelled on their expressions, their 
exclamations, the fine tuning of 
their positions in that room. 
Maybe, with both of us drunk, my 
mother deemed it time for the 
shell of our conversation to crack. 
Or maybe, there in the dark room 
smelling of the wood stove and 
her cheap booze, she saw me as I 
might have appeared to an inter¬ 
loper, to someone other than fam¬ 
ily: a boy wearing red pants and 
bowling shoes, lip gloss, a haircut 
spiked and painted in a disarrayed 
bouquet. Whatever the case, my 
mother mustered the nerve for 
something she’d obviously been 
wanting to ask. “Scott,” she said, 
her voice smoothed to a whisper. 
Her tone shut me up, hoisted my 
heart three inches higher in my 
chest. I felt it happening. “I’m 
going to ask you a question now, 
and I want you to tell me the 
truth.” 

I paused. She knew. “Is it what 
I think you’re going to ask?” 

She took a sip, finishing the 
scotch. “Probably so.” 

I looked away. “Then don’t ask 
it,” I said. The lamp seemed 
brighter, as if its bulb were burst¬ 
ing. I thought about sitting beside 
my mother, but didn’t. Instead, I 
left the room. 

I hobbled jelly-legged upstairs, 
then collapsed on my bed. The 
porn film seemed days, weeks ago. 
My mother had come so close to 
asking me, and I had demolished 
my chance. Here I was, unafraid 
to dress for school in space garb 
one day, Renaissance the next, yet 
I couldn’t confess my sexuality to 
my mother. I was a total failure. I 
knew it would take something 
major, some bizarre circumstance 
or catastrophe, to get her to ask 
again, to get me to reveal myself. I 
fumbled with a record and low¬ 
ered the needle, the volume soft, 
to usher me toward sleep. 

I don’t even like the word 
diary. I envision clasped books 
with miniature gold keys diligent¬ 
ly kept by adolescent girls with 
braces and tearstained cheeks. Yet 
mine was similar, a blank book 
with a blue-and-crimson cover, its 
narrow pages making it difficult 
to scribble in. I’d written eco¬ 
nomical versions of class experi¬ 
ences, nightmares I’d had, or 
butchered assimilations of Plath 
and Sexton and Lowell which 
would no doubt make me wince if 
I read them now. 

But that’s impossible, since I 
tossed the diary on a bonfire not 
long after Christmas that year. 
The reason: My mother had 
found the book in the guest room 
of the house where she and my 
stepdad were living. She surely 


wanted to extricate myself 
from an explanation. The 
other half, in an uncharac¬ 
teristic move, decided to 
sketch an outline of the 
film I’d just seen, to get 
my mother’s reaction. 

As expected, her 
opinion didn’t deviate 
much from that of the 
females at the party. 

When I told a tamer 
version of the pool 
table scene, she mut¬ 
tered “Yikes,” her fa¬ 
vorite word. I ex¬ 
plained how my male 
classmates appeared 
pale, flustered, fid¬ 
gety. Then I slipped 
in the detail of the 
pillows. My stomach 
felt fizzy: It thrilled 
me to speak to my 
mother about sex, 
after all these years. “They obvi¬ 
ously had hard-ons,” I told her. 
“One kid practically whipped it 
out right there.” 

Perhaps it was the animation 
with which I described my male 
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Kevin's erotic message: 415-976-2244 - $2.00 per call 
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ladling from a pitcher of eggnog 
Mom had spiked with brandy. At 
twelve-thirtyish, my stepfather 
retired. My sister followed later, 
slipping into one of the sleeping 
bags in the unfurnished guest 
room. But Mom and I stayed up, 
chatting. We clicked off the TV 
and watched the lazy wink of the 
tree’s colors and, beyond the 
frosted window, the synchronic 
lights from neighbors’ trees. A 
cross-eyed angel in a red foil 
dress, a joke family heirloom, 
peered down from her perch on 
the treetop. After a while, Mom’s 
reminiscences of Christmases 
past began to quiet and stall. I 
could tell something was up. I put 
my head in her lap, just as I’d 
done as a boy, as with Traci in her 
dorm room. 

Whenever my mother tells me 
something upsetting or momen¬ 
tous, a piece of information she 
believes might make me argue or 
cry, her voice inches up half an 
octave, becomes the wheezy whis¬ 
per of a frightened girl. Her voice 
adopted this tone recently, when 
the doctor diagnosed her with 
lymphatic cancer, her chances of 
recovery slim. Back then, her fin- 


booze. “I’m going to ask you a 
question....” She hadn’t actually 
asked it then. She still hadn’t, but 
it didn’t matter. Now it had been 
confirmed. 

I forgave my mother’s detec¬ 
tive work which resulted in the 
diary find. Telling her the messy 
details about Mr. Green-and 
White-Stripes seemed unneces¬ 
sary now. Instead, I closed my eyes 
and concentrated on her fingers 
massaging my scalp, combing 
through to the ends of my hair. 
My mother loved me; it didn’t 
matter if I was gay or straight. 
Why hadn’t I understood this be¬ 
fore? 

The ultimate result of our dis¬ 
cussion was that Mom and I 
would no longer hold secrets 
from each other. In the following 
days, she would confirm previ¬ 
ously hush-hush details from her 
life, scandalous pieces and bits I’d 
overheard in her telephone con¬ 
versations. She soon confessed the 
worst moments from her child¬ 
hood, the fact that her father had 
sexually abused her and her sis¬ 
ters. She’d never loved my dad, 
and had married at eighteen only 
to escape her family and home.

skimmed through accounts of my 
feelings and experiences with 
boys. Probable examples: “What’s- 
his-name has the most beautiful 
ass in the universe.” “X and I 
jerked each other off in the 
Hashinger basement.” “God, what 
I wouldn’t give to service So-and- 
so.” And, of course, the Campanile 
run-in. But by the time I’d jotted 
down that horror, it was a mere 
sketch, a “tame” version of what 
really happened. Here’s the way I 
imagine it: Mom, dressed in red 
and green for the holiday, fishes 
out said diary.

Pianist expands public repertoire

not late-Classical, Schubert. 

Like many Russian pianists be¬ 
fore him, Kissin is concerned first 
and foremost with making spon¬ 
taneous, personal statements with 
music. Tempting as it then be¬ 
comes to locate him in the “Russ¬ 
ian tradition,” nothing could be 
more pointless. Kissin is no more 
a manifestation of a tradition 
than Vladimir Horowitz before 
him. The evidence of his indepen¬ 
dence is that he has developed his 
ovyn way of hearing and making 
music from childhood, and what 
gives a Kissin performance its 
power is precisely that singular vi¬ 
sion. The musical result may not 
always be scrutable, but I’ll take it 
over predictable playing any day. 

Presumably because it was 
written at the same time as Schu¬ 
bert’s despondent song cycle Win- 
terreise , the C-Minor Sonata has 
earned a reputation as one of the 
composer’s “tragic” works. I don’t 
hear it that way, and, to judge 
from Kissin’s interpretation, nei¬ 
ther does he. The Adagio (where 
the tragedians make their mark) 
seemed austere yet full — a satu¬ 
rated rather than a heavy sound. 
While amply dramatic and geared 
to the movement’s strong dynam¬ 
ic contrasts, it was utterly (and 
gratefully) unsentimental. 

Throughout, Kissin’s charac¬ 
teristically clear textures and nat¬ 
ural sense of proportion allowed 
the sonata’s formal.plan to clearly 
emerge. But for Kissin, architec¬ 
ture is clearly secondary to the 
song. The pianist was not trying 
to make a statement about the 
sonata, he was trying to make one 
with it. 


An uncommonly dry Menuet- 
to set the stage for an unexpected¬ 
ly wild concluding Allegro. The 
playing was vivid and, note-wise, 
not all that neat, a matter of seem¬ 
ingly little concern to Kissin. The 
song that emerges mid-move¬ 
ment was given Mozartean as well 
as Schubertian character. 

The recital came fully into its 
own after intermission, with 
fevered, trance-like accounts of 
Chopin’s four Ballades. Played as 
Kissin played them, with a kind of 
elemental abandon and a revelry in 
technical daring, they seemed to 
contain all of Chopin within them. 

Kissin unleashed the G-Minor 
Ballade in what seemed a single, 
long gesture, cresting in an unbri¬ 
dled climax and dying away in a 
haunting bass pedal. He picked up 
that thread for the F-Major Bal¬ 
lade, which hovered eerily around 
its soft, repeated-note figure until 
the intrusive second theme struck 
like a sudden storm. 

The final two Ballades (A-Flat 
Major, F Minor) seemed the work 
of an artist in complete rapport 
with his material — unfettered 
and, in the best sense of the word, 
almost unconscious. The huge 
waves of sound at the culmina¬ 
tion of the last Ballade seemed 
more pulled out of the piano than 
hammered into it. This was Kissin 
playing at its most ecstatic and re¬ 
warding. 

Four encores were performed 
in the divine sense — sheer sport 
with music of manifest difficulty: 
a Chopin mazurka, two Brahms 
Hungarian Dances, and — a feat 
of mesmerizing prestidigitation 
— Weber’s “Moto Perpetuo.” ▼ 


sonances. 

Mostly, these renderings 
served notice that Beethoven has 
not figured prominently in 
Kissin’s repertoire to date. His is a 
more Romantic than Classical 
temperament, which seemed ob¬ 
vious from the reading of Schu¬ 
bert’s Sonata in C Minor, D. 958, 
that followed — early Romantic, 
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enius doesn’t always broad¬ 
cast on the same frequency. 
While it was unarguably 
present at Evgeny Kissin’s recital 
last week at Masonic Auditorium, 
the signal wasn’t as steady as it has 
been in the 25-year-old former 
Muscovite’s previous Bay Area ap¬ 
pearances. 

On those occasions, listeners 
were swept up in a current of 
sound that seemed channeled, or 
at least otherworldly. It wasn’t the 
kind of music-making you 
thought or argued about; it sim¬ 
ply took you. 

Not so this time. It .might have 
been the program, most of which 
seemed new to the pianist’s public 
repertoire, or it may have been the 
acoustically eccentric Masonic 
Auditorium, which tends to swal¬ 
low piano sound like an after-din¬ 
ner mint. But at least to one ob¬ 
server, it seemed to be Kissin. 

The pianist was barely seated 
before he launched into the first 
of two G-Major Rondos by 
Beethoven. The playing was un¬ 
steady in the first, the interpreta¬ 
tion uncertain in both. Judging 
from the pair, it seemed the artist 
was coming from a place that was 
intense even by his standards. 

The first, Op. 51, No. 2, seemed 
fleet; the second, Op. 129 (the so- 
called “Rage over a Lost Penny”), 
almost rushed. The evening’s first 
musically satisfying moments 
came as Kissin balanced the music 
in each hand, in a way that 
brought the work’s lightly chafing

The Death of Friends by Michael 
Nava; Putnam, $22.95 

I don’t read a lot of boy books, 
but having heard about 
Michael Nava’s skill as a writer 
of mysteries, I volunteered to read 
his latest, The Death of Friends. 
What a gift Nava is to the reader. 

Nava’s continuing character is 
Henry Rios, a gay, Mexican- 
American lawyer, an out of the 
closet defense attorney, and a re¬ 
covering alcoholic. Awakened by 
the bed shaking (he lives in LA,

Hersch pays homage 
to musical masters 


P ianist Fred Hersch, one of the few openly gay artists in the 
world of American jazz — he participated in the “AIDS Quilt 
Songbook” as both composer and accompanist; contributed 
the AIDS-inspired “Memento Bittersweet” to the CD of that title; 
and produced “Last Night When We Were Young,” a benefit for 
Classical Action — has just released a solo CD, Fred Hersch Plays 
Rodgers and Hammerstein y as his latest project for Nonesuch 
Records (79414-2). In sum, the playing is dazzling and thoughtful, 
and makes one appreciate all over again the rich, important con¬ 
tribution this duo made to American music. Just don’t expect piano 
bar-style show tunes. This is perfectly listenable stuff that shows 
unqualified respect for the tunes -— it’s frequently plain luscious, 
but it’s also real rigorous jazz. There’s a lot of keyboard exploration 
before one gets to the melody of “This Nearly Was Mine,” but the 
sentiment is all the more affecting for the carefully thought-out ap¬ 
proach. ▼

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things we cannot see but cannot 
ignore, is a continuing motif in 
this remarkable novel. Henry goes 
out into the hood to check on his 
neighbors. When he returns 
home, he finds an exhausted and 
troubled young man asleep at the 
front door. The boy, Zack Bowen, 
explains that he is Chris Chan¬ 
dler’s lover, and that Chris has 
been murdered. 

The news that Chris, a self-de¬ 
scribed “recovering homosexual,” 
was involved with the young man 
is almost as shocking as the fact of 
his murder. Convinced that Zack 
is no killer, Henry agrees to de¬ 
fend him against a charge of mur¬ 
der (when Zack found the body, 
he handled the murder weapon 
— ah yes, the fingerprint prob¬ 
lem). 

To do so, Henry must face his 
own history with Chris, and 
Chris’ wife, who has no idea that 
her husband was/is gay. Nava does 
a fine job with the police proce¬ 
dure part of the novel. The homi¬ 
cide detective’s assumption that 
Zack’s homosexuality alone 
makes him the most likely suspect 
is played, pardon the expression, 
straight, which makes the as¬ 
sumption all the more outra¬ 
geous. 

The heart of the novel is Nava’s 
exploration of the corrosive ef¬ 
fects of secrets, on friends, on 
lovers, on ourselves. Everyone in 
this novel has something to hide, 
and the energy expended on hid¬ 
ing is monstrously wasteful. Nava 
expertly examines what risks his 
characters are willing to take, and 
the consequences of their deci¬ 
sions. The Death of Friends is a 
sad, scary, and ultimately moving 
novel, one that makes me think I 
ought to try boy books more 
often. V

L ast Easter, gay cartoonist Rupert 
Kinnard was paralyzed from the 
waist down in a tragic automo¬ 
bile accident. The creator of the 
Cathartic Comics comic strip (popu¬ 
lated by the Brown Bomber, Diva 
Touche Flambe, and other memorable 
characters) has many friends in the 
community press, due to his stints as 
art director of Coming Up!, the Sen¬ 
tinel, SF Weekly, OUT/LOOK and the 
Oakland Tribune, and now his friends 
have put together a party to raise funds 
to help cover the costs of making his 
home in Portland wheelchair-accessi¬ 
ble. 

Kinnard’s strip, the first to feature 
queer African-American characters, 
was often anthologized in Meatmen, 
and was collected and published as 
B.B. and the Diva by Alyson. As Prof. 
I.B. Gittendowne, he has channeled 
Phoebe Douche Flambe and Vanilla 
Cremepuff in graphic form for years, 
and he was the only openly gay car¬ 
toonist in “Black Ink: An Exhibit of 
African-American Cartoonists” at the 
Cartoon Art Museum.
